Sir:  The  problem  of  regulating  immigration  varies  in  no  small 
degree  in  complexitv  and  difficulty  inversely  as  its  volume  is  legis- 
latively curtailed.  When,  in  1882,  laws  were  placed  on  the  statute 
books  absolutelv  excluding  Chinese  laborers,  it  was  like  damming 
up  a  more  or  less  placidly  flowing  stream.  At  every  point  the  flow 
sought  to  escape  its  bounds.  Immigration  officers  were  for  many 
years  kept  busv  dav  and  night  stopping  the  leaks.  This  flow  now, 
after  nearly  half  a  century,  has  fairly  subsided.  Some  of  it,  however, 
it  should  be  stated  in  passing,  has  formed  new  channels,  and  is 
entering  by  wav  of  the  so-called  deserting-seaman  route. 

The  year  1921  witnessed  the  imposition  of  a  legislative  limitation 
(the  first  by  the  National  Government)  upon  the  number  of  immi- 
grants, natives  of  the  Old  World,  who  might  come  to  us  annually. 
The  number  who  might  come  was  further  curtailed  by  the  act  of 
1924.  Substantially  the  same  tricks  and  schemes  to  evade  (altered 
merely  in  detail  to  meet  new  conditions),  which  attended  the  stoppage 
of  the  flow  of  Chinese  cooUe  labor,  manifested  themselves  in  con- 
nection with  this  later  restriction  of  immigration. 

It  has  been  said  by  critics  of  our  present  immigration  laws  tvhat 
they  are  intolerant,  narrow,  selfish,  insular,  unintelUgent,  unscientific. 
Candor  compels  the  admission  that  our  present  immigration  laws 
are  far  from  perfect.  The  quota  law  and  national-origins  plan  do 
not  pretend  in  the  main  to  do  more  than  limit  the  volume  of  Old 
World  immigration  and  maintain  the  equihbrium  of  the  racial  com- 
ponents of  our  population  as  it  existed  in  1920.  As  I  have  said,  our 
present  treatment  of  the  immigration  problem  is  far  from  perfect. 
We  do  not  yet  invite  and  receive  immigrants  if,  as,  and  when  we 
need  them;  in  other  words,  we  do  hot  exercise  true  selection.  On 
the  contrary,  we  shut  the  door  to  Old  World  immigration  when  a 
certain  number  of  immigrants  has  passed  in.  These  are  admitted 
"first  come,  first  served."  It  is  not  we,  however,  who  are  served, 
but  those  who  have  secured  a  place  in  the  annual  waiting  line;  their 
needs,  not  ours,  primarily  control.  The  doors  to  the  immigration  of 
natives  of  countries  of  the  Western  Hemisphere  never  close;  all  who 
knock  may  enter,  regardless  of  numbers,  whether  we  need  them  or 
not,  save  only  the  specifically  proscribed.     The  so-called  intolerance 
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of  our  present-day  immigration  restrictions  is  millennial  grace  com- 
pared with  some  of  those  of  an  earlier  day.  Let  us  briefly  examine 
the  record. 

Within  a  few  years  after  the  landing  of  the  Pilgrims,  Plymouth 
and  Massachusetts  Bay  enacted  laws  forbidding  any  town  or  person 
to  receive  or  entertain  any  stranger  for  more  than  three  weeks  without 
consent  of  the  authorities,  and  Governor  Winthrop  in  defending  these 
laws  held  that  it  was  lawful  to  refuse  to  receive  "such  whose  disposi- 
tion suits  not  with  ours  and  whose  society  we  know  will  be  hurtful 
to  us."  Quakers,  Catholics  in  general,  and  Jesuits  in  particular, 
were  unpopular.  In  1647  Massachusetts  Colony  declared  that  no 
person  ordained  by  the  Pope  should  enter.  Persons  suspected  of 
belonging  to  the  Jesuit  order  were  to  be  banished,  and  if  again  found 
in  the  Colony  their  lives  were  to  be  forfeit.  In  a  burst  of  Cfiristian 
charity  the  colonial  lawmakers  decreed  that  Jesuits  and  priests  cast 
ashore  hj  shipwreck  should  be  given  sufficient  time  to  secure  passage 
elsewhere.  In  1700  it  was  declared  that  the  Jesuits  and  Papish  priests 
had  "seduced  and  withdrawn  the  Indians  from  obedience  and  stirred 
them  up  to  sedition  and  open  rebellion,"  in  consequence  of  which, 
upon  pain  of  "perpetual  punishment,"  the  offenders  were  ordered 
immediately  to  depart. 

Boston  afforded  asylum,  none  too  graciously,  it  is  said,  to  a  small 
group  of  French  Huguenots.  About  1730  Massachusetts  began  to 
naturalize  French  Protestants,  residents  of  the  Colony,  at  which 
time  it  was  announced  that  the  first  "lot"  had  conducted  themselves 
in  so  seemly  a  fashion,  the  Colony  would  permit  others  to  enter. 
The  Huguenot  refugees  in  return  gratefully  bequeathed  to  Boston 
many  illustrious  descendants,  including  James  Bowdoin,  Peter 
Faneuil,  and  Paul  Revere. 

The  difficulties  which  beset  the  Connecticut  colonies  in  deahng 
with  the  problems  of  immigration  were  essentially  little,  if  any,  dif- 
ferent from  those  which  perplexed  the  sister  colony  of  Massachusetts, 
and  their  laws  were  much  the  same.  In  1657  the  New  Haven  colony 
forbade  Quakers  to  come  within  its  jurisdiction. 

Rhode  Island  for  many  years  seemed  to  favor  an  open-door  policy, 
but  following  the  deatn  of  Roger  Williams  the  ideal  which  he  had 
cherished  of  a  refuge  for  the  oppressed  was  somewhat  bedimmed. 
Masters  of  vessels  bringing  foreigners  from  places  outside  of  Great 
Britain,  Ireland,  Jersey,  and  Guernsey,  were  required  to  post  a  bond 
of  £50  as  a  guarantee  that  such  persons  would  not  become  a  burden 
upon  the  Colony. 

New  York,  which  in  later  days  became  the  mecca  of  European 
immigrants,  received  comparatively  little  immigration  in  colonial 
times,  and  during  that  period  apparently  concerned  itself  little  with 
the  immigration  problem,  if  the  paucity  of  its  laws  of  that  day  upon 
the  subject  can  be  regarded  as  a  criterion.  Originally  settled  by  the 
Dutch,  the  colony  was  taken  over  by  the  English  in  1664.  The 
Dutch  inhabitants  were  naturalized,  but  little  or  no  eftort  seems  to 
have  been  made  to  induce  further  immigration.  There  is  some  ref- 
erence to  a  law  against  Jesuits  and  Catholics,  and  of  a  reward  offered 
to  the  Indians  for  the  capture  and  delivery  of  any  of  those  persons 
to  the  governor  at  Albany.  There  is  also  a  record  of  upward  of  3,000 
Germans  who  were  sent  from  England  to  New  York  in  the  winter  of 
1709-10,  with  the  purpose  of  settling  them  on  the  land.     Their  treat- 
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ment  at  the  hands  of  the  New  York  authorities  was  so  inhospitable 
that  many  of  them  emigrated  to  Pennsylvania.  Tliis,  it  is  said, 
strongly  influenced  the  large  German  immigration  of  later  days  to 
shim  New  York. 

Pennsylvania  was  a  real  refuge  for  the  oppressed  in  colonial  times. 
Unlike  Massachusetts,  Pennsylvania  did  not  discriminate  along 
religious  lines,  except  to  require  that  the  settlers  should  be  Christians, 
and,  unlike  New  York,  it  systematically  promoted  immigration. 
Lands  were  oft'ered  on  generous  terms,  and  political  freedom  was 
guaranteed,  as  was  also  religious  freedom  within  the  limitations  men- 
tioned. As  an  absence  of  these  things  in  the  Old  World  was  chiefly 
responsible  for  the  growing  discontent  there,  it  w^as  but  natural  that 
the  tide  of  immigration  should  turn  strongly  to  this  colony.  No 
immigration  laws  were  known  in  the  colony  until  after  the  British 
act  of  1717  for  the  transportation  of  felons  to  the  colonies.  Penn- 
sylvania bitterly  opposed  the  British  act  and  enacted  a  series  of  laws 
to  keep  felons  out.  The  German  immigration  into  Pennsylvania 
during  the  first  half  of  the  eighteenth  century  is  said  to  have  been  the 
most  extensive  immigration  of  colonial  times.  During  the  same 
period  a  considerable  number  of  Irish  also  came,  and  in  1729  the 
assembly  passed  an  act  laying  a  tax  on  foreigners  and  Irish  servants 
coming  into  the  Province.  Several  sliips,  loaded  with  immigrants 
intended  for  Pennsylvania,  landed  their  passengers  in  New  Jersey  to 
escape  the  tax,  while  others  diverted  their  human  cargoes  to  the 
Carolinas.  Pennsylvania,  fearful  of  a  continuance  of  tliis  diversion, 
repealed  the  tax  and  reverted  to  the  open-door  policy.  It  came  later 
to  be  said  that  toleration  had  made  the  colony  a  religious  museum. 

Maryland  had  a  rather  curious  immigration  history;  supposedly 
founded  as  an  asjium  for  Roman  Catholics,  it  was  never  exclusively 
so.  As  early  as  1649  the  assembly  passed  an  act  granting  toleration 
to  all  believers.  This  was  said  to  be  the  first  colonial  legislation  of 
its  kind.  Five  years  later,  however,  a  law  was  passed  denying  pro- 
tection to  those  who  professed  the  "Popish  religion."  This  law, 
which  apparently  was  more  or  less  of  an  echo  of  the  religious  strife  then 
prevailing  in  England,  was  short  lived.  However,  in  1704  priests 
were  forbidden  to  hold  any  public  office,  or  engage  in  the  work  of 
education  in  Maryland.  In  1715  the  assembly  assessed  a  fine  against 
every  Irish  servant  brought  into  the  Province,  the  avov/ed  purpose 
being  "to  prevent  the  too  great  importation  of  Papists."  Maryland, 
like  other  colonies,  was  sorely  troubled  by  the  mother  country's  ex- 
portation of  convicts,  and  in  1676  passed  an  act  forbidding  the  recep- 
tion of  such  people,  and  imposing  a  fine  of  2,000  poimds  of  tobacco 
for  every  violation. 

Virginia,  like  Massachusetts,  was  intolerant  from  the  beginning. 
Catholics  and  Quakers  were  under  the  ban,  and  dissenters  from  the 
Established  Church  were  held  to  be  hardly  less  objectionable.  As 
e&T\y  as  1631  an  act  was  published  making  the  "customs,  canons,  and 
constitution  of  the  Church  of  England"  obligatory  on  all  inhabitants, 
and  some  years  later  a  company  of  Non-Confonnists  was  banished 
from  the  Province,  taking  refuge  in  Maryland.  For  the  first  50  years 
Virginia  seems  to  have  enacted  no  law  for  the  promotion  of  immigra- 
tion, but  later  on  the  Colony  offered  such  hberal  inducements  to  set- 
tlers that  many  came  from  Europe  and  also  from  other  colonies,  with 
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the  result  that  when  the  first  national  census  was  taken  in  1790,  it 
boasted  the  largest  population  of  any  of  the  States. 

The  first  settlers  in  the  Carolinas  were  emigrants  from  Virginia, 
and  this  flow  continued  for  a  good  many  years.  About  16G9  legis- 
lation was  enacted  with  a  view  to  increasing  the  population.  One 
such  law  forbade  the  collection  of  debts  from  settlers  who  had  con- 
tracted them  before  coming  to  the  colony,  and  for  a  long  time  the 
people  of  Virginia  referred  to  Carolina  as  "Rogues  Harbor."  As  was 
the  case  with  the  central  and  southern  colonies  in  general,  immigra- 
tion to  the  Carolinas  was  stimulated  in  various  ways.  Laws  to  this 
end  were  enacted  over  a  period  of  half  a  century  or  more,  and  these 
evidently  induced  considerable  immigration  from  other  colonies  as 
well  as  from  the  Old  World.  The  Province  seems  to  have  attracted 
the  majority  of  the  exiled  Huguenots  who  came  to  the  New  World, 
and  many  of  the  present-day  citizens  of  both  North  and  South 
Carolina  proudly  trace  their  lineage  to  these  settlers.  The  Swiss 
came  in  considerable  numbers,  and  were  the  founders  of  New  Bern, 
named  for  the  capital  of  their  home  country. 

Passing  to  the  close  of  the  colonial  period,  and  entering  upon  the 
era  following  the  signing  of  the  Declaration  of  Independence,  an  inter- 
esting sidelight  is  cast  by  that  document  upon  the  temper  and  spirit 
of  the  times,  so  far  as  they  concerned  immigration.  In  the  recital  of 
the  colonists'  grievances  against  the  king  of  Great  Britain  is  this 
indictment:  "He  has  endeavored  to  prevent  the  population  of  these 
States;  for  that  purpose  obstructing  the  laws  for  naturalization  of 
foreigners;  refusing  to  pass  others  to  encourage  their  migration  hither, 
and  the  conditions  of  new  appropriations  of  lands."  Immigration  in 
a  swelling  volume  came  to  our  shores;  always  was  there  a  demand  for 
more  people.  Aside  from  the  towns,  cities,  and  settlements,  mainly 
along  our  Atlantic  coast,  America  was  virtually  a  wilderness — it 
needed  population.  There  came  the  hardy,  the  adventurous,  the 
oppressed,  the  protestant  against  Old  World  conditions,  the  inden- 
tured servant,  convicts,  and  other  social  outcasts.  Few  embarrass- 
ing questions  were  asked.  More  workers,  more  homes,  more  babies, 
the  demand  was  seemingly  insatiable. 

For  a  hundred  years  following  the  Declaration  of  Independence, 
the  course  of  immigration  legislation  was  almost,  if  not  quite,  as 
chaotic  and  haphazard  as  it  had  been  during  colonial  times.  True, 
the  National  Government  in  1819  enacted  a  law  requiring  the  sub- 
mission annually  to  the  Secretary  of  State  of  reports  concerning  immi- 
gration, and  also  making  certain  provisions  for  the  care  and  comfort 
of  steerage  passengers.  But  the  States  continued  to  legislate  con- 
cerning immigration  matters  each  in  its  own  way  and  according  to  its 
own  lights,  interests,  whim,  or  caprice.  The  courts  were  now,  with 
increasing  frequency,  interpreting  these  laws  or  nullifjang  them,  as 
circumstances  seemed  to  warrant,  slowly  but  surely  bringing  closer 
the  day  of  exclusive  national  control.  On  May  31,  1870,  the  Congress, 
in  an  evident  desire  to  avoid  international  complications,  declared 
that  "No  tax  or  charge  shall  be  imposed  or  enforced  by  any  State 
upon  any  person  emigrating  thereto  from  a  foreign  country  which  is 
not  equally  imposed  and  enforced  upon  every  person  emigrating  to 
such  State  from  any  other  foreign  country." 
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On  March  3,  1875,  the  National  Congress  approved  an  act  providing 
in  the  main  for  the  exclusion  of  involuntanj  oriental  immigration,  and 
the  importation  of  women  for  immoral  purposes.  ^t     i  •      j, 

For  many  years,  in  fact  even  after  1835,  when  the  "Know  Nothing 
and  "Native  American"  movements  were  developing,  the  attitude  of 
the  country  in  the  main  continued  unchanged.  In  other  words,  the 
feelino-  was  widespread  that  it  was  contrary  to  the  principles  and 
ideals'^of  our  Government  to  exclude  anyone  from  the  privileges  and 
advantages  offered  by  America.  The  very  title  of  an  act  passed  by 
Cono-ress  on  July  4,  1864;  i.  e.,  "An  Act  to  Encourage  Immigration, 
while  not  truly  descriptive  of  its  purposes,  was  nevertheless  sigmficant 
of  this  deep-rooted  sentiment.  ,     i       j 

Until  March  20,  1876,  when  the  Supreme  Court  declared  unconsti- 
tutional the  immigration  laws  of  New  York,  California,  and  Louisiana, 
leaving  those  States  without  authority  to  recompense  themselves  by 
means  of  a  head  tax  for  the  expense  of  regulating  immigration,  the 
States  as  a  whole  were  very  prone  to  do  the  regulating.  1  he  Supreme 
Court  in  the  decision  referred  to  recordfid  itself  as  of  the  opinion  that: 
"this  whole  subject  has  been  confined  to  Congress  by  the  Constitu- 
tion- that  Congress  can  more  appropriately  and  with  more  expedience 
exercise  it  than  anv  other  body  known  to  our  law,  state  or  national; 
that  by  providing  a  system  of  laws  in  these  matters  apphcable  to  all 
ports  and  all  vessels,  a  serious  question  which  has  long  been  a  matter 
of   contest    and    complaint   may   be    effectively    and   satisfactorily 

settled."  ^  ^       i       1  ^1       •        •<- 

While  the  decision  rendered  by  the  Supreme  Court  and  tiie  views  it 
expressed  in  connection  therewith  would  seem  to  have  left  little  or  no 
alternative  to  immediate  assumption  of  national  control  of  immigra- 
tion, the  Congress  was  rather  tardy  in  enacting  legislation. 

On  Auo-ust  3,  1882,  in  response  to  a  recommendation  contained  in 
the  message  of  President  Arthur  to  the  Congress,  dated  December  6, 
1881,  an  immigration  act  was  passed  and  approved,  levying  a  duty  or 
tax  of  50  cents  per  capita  upon  ahens  entering  the  United  States  by 
water.  This  marked  the  beginning  of  the  so-called  "immigrant  hind, 
which  by  the  way,  was  made  continuously  available  for  the  expenses 
of  reo-ulating  immigration,  until  July  1,  1909,  when  Congress  abohshod 
the  "fund"  and  inaugurated  the  system  of  yearly  appropriations  in 
effect  to-day.  Other  and  very  important  provisions  were  contained 
in  the  act  of  August  3,  1882.  It  placed  the  administration  thereoi  m 
the  hands  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  and  authorized  him  to 
enter  into  contracts  with  the  officials  of  the  several  States  as  might 
be  designated  by  the  governors  thereof  respectively,  to  take  care  ot 
local  immigration  matters.  The  act  excluded  idiots,  lunatics,  persons 
likely  to  become  pubUc  charges,  and  convicts,  excepting  those  con- 
victed of  poHtical  ofl'enses. 

While  the  National  Government  was  thus  beginning  to  assume  con- 
trol and  rather  cautiously  to  post  "No  trespassing"  signs,  it  appar- 
ently was  not  prepared  wholly  to  abandon  the  idea  so  prevalent  in 
the  preceding  century,  that  immigration  was,  upon  the  whole,  some- 
thing to  be  encouraged,  for  on  March  3,  1883,  it  enacted  that  immi- 
grants' horses  and  wagons  were  to  be  free  from  duty,  and  on  June  2b, 
1884,  exempted  from  head  tax  immigrants  landing  from  vessels  plying 
between  Mexico  or  Canada  and  America  until  such  time  as  immigrants 
coming  by  land  carriers  should  be  required  to  pay  a  tax. 
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For  many  years  aliens  had  been  admitted  to  the  United  States 
under  labor  contracts.  In  fact,  the  act  of  July  4,  1864,  entitled  "An 
Act  to  Encourage  Immigration,"  which  was  repealed  on  March  30, 
1868,  validated  in  this  country  contracts  entered  into  by  aliens 
abroad,  pledging  their  wages  to  repay  advances  made  to  them  for  the 
expenses  of  migrating  here.  The  same  act  vahdated  liens  given  by 
these  immigrants  in  advance  upon  lands  which  they  might  acquire  in 
this  country,  to  satisfy  any  unpaid  advances  of  passage  money. 
While,  as  stated,  this  act  was  rather  short  lived,  there  was  nothing  on 
the  statute  books  affirmatively  forbidding  the  admission  of  aliens 
under  contract  to  perform  work  in  this  country  until  February  23, 
1887,  although  an  act  approved  February  26,  1885,  invalidated  such 
contracts,  and  provided  for  the  prosecution  of  the  importers.  In 
short,  the  early  eighties  of  the  nineteenth  century  marked  the  real 
beginning  of  restrictive  immigration  legislation.  In  May,  1882,  the 
Congress  placed  on  the  statute  books  the  beginning  of  a  series  of  en- 
actments excluding  Chinese  laborers  from  the  United  States.  In 
rapid  succession  the  National  Congress  has  since  placed  statutes  of 
one  kind  or  another  on  the  law  books,  restrictive  or  regulatory,  until 
to-day  there  are,  in  addition  to  the  so-called  Chinese  exclusion  acts, 
58  separate  acts  or  parts  of  acts  in  operation. 

It  seems  almost  trite  to  say  that  of  all  the  factors  which  have  en- 
tered into  our  development  as  a  nation,  none  has  exerted  a  more 
powerful  influence  than  immigration;  nor  is  there  one  which  will 
more  surely  or  profoundly  shape  its  future.  We  can  not  escape  the 
consequences,  biological,  social,  and  economic,  whether  they  be  for 
good  or  evil,  of  past  immigration;  but  we  must,  if  the  vision  which 
the  founders  had  of  the  nation  to  be,  is  to  be  realized,  and  that 
realization  endure,  consider  well  what  we  shall  do  about  immigration 
in  the  future.  The  task  calls  for  courage  and  a  disregard  of  indi- 
vidual self-interest. 

No  man  can  to-day  foresee  where  the  tremendous  forces  of  growing 
population,  scientific  discovery,  invention,  and  steadily  increasing 
wealth  are  leading.  The  more  thoughtful  are  wondering  how  it  will 
fare  with  our  children.  We  are  vaguely  uneasy  as  we  observe  the 
swiftness  of  the  changes  coming  over  us — changes  in  our  way  of 
living,  changes  in  our  moral  standards.  Streams  of  new  blood  of 
many  races  have  for  over  three  centuries  merged  on  this  continent  to 
create  a  mighty  nation.  The  question  is:  Do  we  need,  and  if  we  do 
not,  can  we  with  safety  permit  a  continuance  of  the  infusion?  My 
own  belief  is  that  we  do  need,  and  perhaps  shall  always  need,  new 
blood  of  the  right  kind.  It  is  high  time,  however,  that  we  placed  it 
under  the  microscope.  We  need  and  probably  shall  alwaj^s  need 
those  better  skilled  in  ways  of  doing  things  than  we  are;  those  who  by 
their  skill,  their  art,  their  knowledge  will  create  new  and  additional 
opportunities  for  useful  service  and  happiness,  instead  of  depriving 
those  who  are  here  and  their  children  of  such  opportunities.  Cer- 
tainly mental,  physical,  and  moral  standards  ought  to  be  exacting. 

I  sometimes  wonder  if  further  immigration  of  any  substantial  pro- 
portions is  to  occur  in  the  future,  would  it  not  be  well,  instead  of 
letting  it  come  from  foreign  lands,  to  prepare  to  have  it  come  from 
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the  ranks  of  the  dissatisfied  and  the  unemployed  of  the  congested 
centers  of  our  countr}^  and  go  to  the  more  sparsely  settled  regions  of 
our  land.  It  seems  to  me  that  these  sparsely  settled  regions  may 
become  the  promised  land  of  generations  yet  to  be  born  in  this 
country,  and  that  those  regions  may  well  be  preserved  against  the 
day  of  coming  need,  which  ine^^ltabl}'^  will  result  from  mere  natural 
increase  of  population,  unaugmented  by  alien  immigration.  These 
sparsely  settled  regions  are  our  reserves,  as  I  see  them,  to  which  the 
masses  of  our  cities  of  the  future  may  turn  for  a  new  independence,  a 
new  life,  a  life  freed  from  the  speeded  machine  of  industrialism,  a  life 
nearer  nature  and  nearer  God. 

Until  1921,  when  the  first  limiting  quota  law  was  enacted,  we  were 
so  greatly  occupied  with  incoming  aliens  we  hardl}^  had  opportunity 
properly  to  take  stock  of  our  household.  While  the  number  of  aliens 
whom  we  have  been  compelled  to  expel  because  of  unlawful  entry  or 
abuse  of  our  hospitalitj^  has  increased  fairly  steadily  in  the  past 
decade:  4,517  in  1921,  4,345  in  1922,  3,661  in  1923,  6,409  in  1924, 
9,495  in  1925,  10,904  in  1926,  11,662  in  1927,  11,625  in  1928,  12,908 
in  1929,  and  16,631  in  the  fiscal  3'ear  ended  June  30,  1930,  there  is  no 
question  that  the  task  of  house  cleaning  has  practically  only  just 
begun.  To  continue  the  work  and  do  it  thoroughly  is  the  big  job 
ahead.  It  will  require  some  modification  of  existing  law  and  increas- 
ing expenditures  if  the  job  is  to  be  thoro uglily  and  effectively  ac- 
complished; but  every  dollar  spent  will  return  handsome  and  per- 
manent dividends  in  increased  respect  for  law,  order,  and  our 
institutions. 

In  the  following  pages  will  be  found  figures  and  discussion  dealing 
with  some  of  the  more  important  phases  of  immigration  and  immi- 
gration control  as  well  as  recommendations  looking  to  legislation  re- 
garded as  desirable.  In  the  appendix  following  the  text  will  be  found 
tables  of  interest  from  a  statistical  standpoint. 

Before  passing  to  a  discussion  of  the  work  of  the  past  year,  I  wish, 
here  and  now,  to  pay  tribute  to  my  fellow  workers  on  the  firing  line 
in  the  field,  along  our  coasts  and  borders,  and  in  Hawaii  and  Porto 
Rico,  as  well  as  my  associates  in  the  bureau,  without  whose  loyal, 
unselfish,  and  intelligent  cooperation  the  achievements  of  the  past 
fiscal  year  herein  recorded  would  not  have  been  possible. 

IMMIGRATION 
VOLUME— CHIEF   SOURCES— ADMISSIONS— DISTRIBUTION— EMIGRATION 

In  the  tables,  contained  in  the  appendix,  showing  the  number  of 
aliens  admitted  by  classes  under  the  provisions  of  the  immigration 
act  of  1924,  three  general  terms  are  employed:  "Quota  immigrant," 
''nonquota  immigrant,"  and  "nonimmigrant."  The  terms,  as  defined 
by  the  act,  do  not  have  regard  exclusively  for  an  alien's  last  or  intended 
future  countr}^  of  residence  nor  duration  of  residence,  whereas  the 
terms  "immigrant,"  "nonimmigrant,"  "emigrant,"  and"nonemigrant," 
as  elsewhere  employed,  do  have  regard  for  these  elements.  For 
example,  the  act  of  1924  places  a  government  official  m  the  category" 
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of  nonimmigrants  regardless  of  the  intended  length  of  his  stay  here^ 
whereas  for  general  statistical  purposes  he  is  actually  treated,  if 
other  than  an  "accredited"  official,  in  common  with  other  aliens,  as 
an  immigrant  if  coming  to  remain  for  a  substantial  period  of  time. 
There  are  other  classes  so  treated,  but  the  illustration  will  help,  it  is 
believed,  to  make  clear  the  distinction.  From  a  statistical  stand- 
point, generally  speaking,  immigrants  are  newcomers  intending  to 
remain  permanently  or  for  a  substantial  period  of  time.  Emigrants 
are  those  who  leave  us  permanently  or  for  a  substantial  period  of 
time.  With  this  in  view,  the  statistical  significance  of  the  terms 
"nonimmigrant"  and  "nonemigrant"  is  obvious. 

During  the  past  fiscal  year  446,214  aliens  were  admitted,  of  which 
number  241,700  were  statistically  classified  as  immigrants  and 
204,514  as  nonimmigrants.  Of  the  241,700  immigrants,  141,497 
were  chargeable  to  the  quota,  as  hereinafter  shown  in  tabulated  detail, 
and  100,203  not  so  chargeable.  Aliens  who  left  the  United  States 
numbered  272,425,  of  which  50,661  were  emigrants  and  221,764  non- 
emigrants.  Balancing  the  total  outward  flow  against  the  total  inward 
flow,  the  net  gain  for  the  year  was  173,789,  but  since  the  nonemigrants 
exceeded  the  nonimmigrants  by  17,250,  the  actual  apparent  net  per- 
manent gain  in  population  was  191,039,  or  the  difference,  of  course, 
between  the  number  of  immigrants  and  the  number  of  emigrants.  This 
figure  compares  with  210,475  in  the  preceding  year  and  229,798  in  the 
year  before  that. 

The  number  of  aliens  denied  admission  was  8,233.  Alien  seamen 
to  the  number  of  1,195,596  were  examined.  Addmg  these  figures  to 
the  446,214  aliens  admitted  furnishes  a  total  of  1,650,043  examined, 
compared  with  the  total  of  1,653,279  for  the  previous  vear  and  1,638,- 
469  for  the  fiscal  year  of  1928. 

As  pointed  out  in  last  year's  report,  it  should  be  understood  that 
the  foregoing  figures  as  to  admissions  do  not  embrace  aliens  admitted 
for  a  period  of  not  to  exceed  six  months  from  foreign  contiguous 
territory  who  had  resided  therein  a  j^ear  or  more,  nor  aliens  resident 
of  this  country  who  have  returned  across  our  land  boundaries  from 
visits  of  not  to  exceed  six  months  in  foreign  contiguous  territory,  nor 
aliens  who  habitually  or  periodically  Cross  and  recross  the  land 
boundaries.  Treating  each  of  said  entries  as  a  separate  transaction 
and  adding  thereto  the  1,650,043  aliens  previously  referred  to,  there 
occurred  at  our  land  and  water  ports  an  approximate  grand  total  of 
31,600,000  alien  inspections,  to  say  nothing  of  the  work  attending  the 
readmission  over  and  over  again,  approximately  some  29,000,000 
times,  of  American  citizens.  The  admission  upon  subsequent  entry 
of  the  regular  "border  crossers"  is  facilitated  by  the  steadily  growing 
number  of  such  persons  availing  themselves  of  the  privilege  of  securing 
at  land  border  ports  identification  cards  after  initial  inspection  and 
admission,  50,933  such  cards  being  now  in  use  along  the  Canadian 
border  and  187,325  along  the  Mexican  border. 

Of  the  241,700  immigrant  aliens  admitted,  the  countries  of  north- 
western Europe,  principally  Great  Britain  and  Northern  Ireland, 
Germany,  the  Irish  Free  State  and  Scandinavia,  contributed  97,118, 
or  40.2  per  cent,  and  southern  and  eastern  Europe  50,320,  or  20.8  per 
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cent      Immigration  from  Europe  as  a  whole  dropped  from  158^98

While  Canada  and  Mexico  continue,  generally  speakmg,  to  furnish 
a  large  proportion  of  present-day  immigrants  each  sent  a  decreased 
mmber  in  the  past  year,  notwithstanding  the  natives  of  each  are 
exempt  from  quota  limitations  m  common  with  the  natives  o  other 
fnH^endent  countries  of  the  Western  Hemisphere.  The  declme  m 
the  cS  Crada^4^  from  64,440  in  1929  to  63,502  m  1930,  or  l.o 
per  cent  but  in  the  case  of  Mexico  the  reduction  was  very  heavy, 
behig  from  40,154  to  12,703,  a  decrease  of  27,451,  or  68.4  Pf  cent..

Sican  ra'ce  during  1930  largely  ---^^./^  ^c^obSIS^^^ 
ratio.     However,  in  1930  there  were  in  all  20,906  male  immigrants 
and   19,871   female  immigrants  under   16  years;  86,666  males  and

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90,393  females  ranged  in  age  from  16  to  44  years,  and  9,454  males 
and  14,410  females  from  45  upward.  Of  all  immigrants  admitted 
85,149  males  and  70,680  females  were  single,  30,238  males  and  47,322 
females  were  married,  and  1,639  males  and  6,672  females  were  either 
widowed  or  divorced. 

Among  the  immigrants  admitted,  almost  every  imaginable  calling 
was  represented.  Those,  however,  claiming  no  occupation  predom- 
inated, 105,594  being  of  this  class,  consisting  mainly  of  women  and 
children.  Teachers,  numbering  1,792,  led  in  the  professional  class; 
1,584  immigrants  were  recorded  as  engineers,  and  893  as  members  of 
the  clergy.  Clerks  and  accountants  numbered  12,559;  carpenters, 
2,616;  machinists,  1,802;  miners,  1,634;  iron  and  steel  workers,  1,380; 
tailors,  1,307;  and  miscellaneous  mechanics  and  other  skilled  workers, 
24,274.  The  immigrants  for  the  past  year  also  included  30,183 
laborers,  29,073  servants,  8,375  farmers,  and  13,015  of  the  mercantile 
and  miscellaneous  classes. 

The  vast  majority  of  arriving  immigrants  was  destined  to  the  more 
densely  populated  States:  Eighty-four  thousand  seven  hundred  and 
thirty-four,  or  35.1  percent,  to  New  York  State ;  22,149,  or  9.2  per  cent, 
to  Michigan;  18,127,  or  7.4  per  cent,  to  Massachusetts;  16,510,  or  6.9 
per  cent,  to  New  Jersey;  15,906,  or  6.6  per  cent,  to  Pennsylvania;  and 
15,012,  or  6.2  per  cent,  to  Illinois.  The  North  Atlantic  and  North 
Central  States  together  received  203,950,  or  84.4  per  cent,  of  the 
immigrants,  the  North  Atlantic  States  61.5  per  cent,  and  the 
North  Central  States  22.9  per  cent.  The  South  Atlantic  and  South 
Central  States  received  about  5  per  cent  of  the  immigrants,  4,271 
going  to  the  former  and  7,926  to  the  latter.  The  Western  States 
received  25,080,  or  10.4  per  cent,  over  three-fifths  of  whom  settled 
in  California.  The  insular  possessions,  including  Alaska  and  HawaiiJ 
were  the  destinations  of  473  immigrants. 

Of  the  total  number  of  immigrants  admited,  2,495  (570  male  and 
1,925  female)  could  neither  read  nor  write,  all  being  16  years  of  age 
or  over.  Immigrants  to  the  number  of  67,872  showed  less  than  $50 
each,  122,177  showed  $50  or  over  each;  so  that  of  those  who  exhibited 
money  about  64  per  cent  showed  $50  or  more  and  36  per  cent  less 
than  $50  at  the  time  of  arrival.  Experience  has  taught  us  that  arriving 
immigrants  very  frequently  fail  to  show  all  the  money  in  their  posses- 
sion, nor  has  it  been  possible  to  devise  any  practical  means  of  accurately 
determining  how  much,  if  any,  of  the  money  shown  has  been  supplied 
by  friends  or  relatives  in  this  country. 

Over  one-half,  or  135,776,  of  the  immigrants,  including  those  who 
came  by  way  of  the  borders,  claimed  to  have  paid  their  own  passage 
or  traveling  expenses,  while  103,099  admitted  that  their  passage  had 
been  paid  by  relatives  and  2,825  that  it  had  been  paid  by  persons  other 
than  relatives.  In  other  words,  over  two-fifths  of  the  immigrants 
admittedly  were  assisted  to  reach  this  country.  Immigrants  to  the 
number  of  199,841  claimed  to  be  coming  to  join  relatives,  25,808  to 
join  friends,  and  16,051  to  join  neither  relatives  nor  friends.

ALIENS   REJECTED 

Of  the  8,233  aliens  rejected  upon  arrival,  over  three-fourths  were 
excluded  at  land  border  ports,  4,928  on  the  Canadian  border,  1,452 
on  the  Mexican  border,  and  the  balance,  1,853,  at  the  seaports. 
The  effectiveness  of  the  system  of  preexamining  abroad  intending 
alien  applicants,  wdth  the  assistance  of  experienced  immigrant  in- 
spectors serving  as  technical  advisers  to  American  consuls,  continues 
to  be  reflected  in  the  percentage  of  rejections  at  the  seaports.  In 
the  past  year  less  than  six-tenths  of  1  per  cent  of  the  applicants  pre- 
senting themselves  at  seaports  were  rejected,  or  1,853  out  of  348,036, 
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or  about  53  in  each  10,000.  At  New  York,  where  the  bulk  of  the  arriv- 
als coming-  from  countries  where  technical  advisers  are  stationed 
presented  themselves,  the  rejections  were  less  than  four-tenths  of  1 
per  cent  1,025  out  of  290,376  applicants  at  that  port  having  been 
rejected  during  the  past  year,  or  about  35  in  each  10,000.  The  maior 
portion  ot  the  rejections  at  the  seaports,  consisting  largely  of  stowa- 
ways and  alien  seamen  seeking  permanent  residence  in  the  United 
fetates,  was  due  to  the  absence  of  proper  visas  required  by  the  immigra- 
tion act  of  1924.  The  rejections  during  the  past  year  at  land  bolder 
ports,  amounting  to  4,928  on  the  Canadian  border  and  1,452  on  the 
Mexican  border,  are  in  marked  contrast  with  the  rejections  on  the 
land  borders  during  the  year  before,  totahng  16,094.  The  tightening 
up  m  the  issuance  of  visas  by  American  consuls  in  Canada  and  Mexico 
and  particularly  the  latter,  is  without  doubt  largely  responsible  for 
the  reduction  mentioned.  The  subjoined  tables  afford  more  detailed 
inlormation  in  connection  with  the  foregoing.

IMMIGRATION  VIA   THE   CANADIAN    BORDER 

During  the  year  82,058  aliens,  exclusive  of  visitors,  returning  resi- 
dents and  regular  crossers  were  admitted  via  the  Canadian  border, 
as  compared  with  74,386  of  the  same  class  during  the  preceding  fiscal 
year  The  increase  in  the  recorded  admissions  of  this  class  during  the 
past  vear  was  due  mainly  to  the  inclusion  of  arrivals  from  overseas 
who  landed  at  Canadian  seaports.  This  class  has  been  heretolore 
shown  separately  as  aliens  admitted  at  Canadian  Atlantic  or  Canadian 
Pacific  seaports.  .  ^  r^       j         j 

Of  the  82,058  aUens  admitted,  41,144  were  natives  of  Canada  and 
36,904  of  European  countries,  principally  England,  Scotland,  Ire- 
land, Germany,  and  Poland,  in  the  order  named.  China  was  given 
as  the  place  of  birth  of  1,125,  and  other  Asiatic  countries  ot  636; 
1  340  were  born  in  Africa,  Austraha,  New  Zealand,  and  the  Pacihc 
Islands;  338  in  Newfoundland;  301  in  the  British  West  Indies  and 
44  in  the  other  West  Indies;  and  226  in  other  America. 

Of  the  82,058  ahens,  61,531  were  statistically  classified  as_  immi- 
grants and  20,527  as  nonimmigrants.  The  majority  of  the  imnngrants 
was  admitted  under  the  immigration  act  of  1924  as  natives  of  Canada 
nonquota,  and  the  balance  as  quota  immigrants,  natives  of  other 
countries.  Of  the  82,058  aliens,  37,201,  or  45.3  per  cent,  came  in 
under  the  act  as  natives  of  nonquota  countries,  principally  Canada 
and  Newfoundland;  22,151,  or  27  per  cent,  entered  as  immigrants 
charged  to  the  quota,  being  mainly  of  European  bu-th;  and  20,174, 
or  24.6  per  cent,  as  visitors  and  transits  who  had  resided  less  than  a 
year  in  Canada  or  Newfoundland,  or  having  resided  there  a  year  or 
more  remained  more  than  six  months  in  this  country,  and  returning 
residents  who  had  been  out  of  the  country  more  than  six  months. 
The  remaining  2,532,  or  3.1  per  cent,  were  of  the  miscellaneous  classes 
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under  the  act,  including  219  Government  officials,  their  families, 
attendants,  servants,  and  employees;  79  aliens  coming  to  carry  on 
trade  under  existing  treaty;  1,196  wives,  234  husbands,  and  162  un- 
married children  under  21  years  of  age  of  United  States  citizens; 
208  wives  and  13  unmarried  children  (born  in  quota  countries)  of 
natives  of  nonquota  countries;  95  ministers  of  religious  denominations 
and  24  wives  and  16  unmarried  children  of  ministers;  37  professors 
and  9  wives  and  children  of  professors;  225  students;  14  women  who 
had  been  American  citizens;  and  1  American  Indian  born  in  Canada. 

Immigration  from  Canada  has  declined  from  year  to  year  since 
July  1,  1924,  when  the  law  became  effective  requiring  visas  of  all 
immigrants  seeking  admission  to  the  United  States;  in  1925,  including 
arrivals  by  land  and  water,  it  was  100,895;  in  1926,  91,019;  in  1927, 
81,506;  in  1928,  73,154;  in  1929,  64,440;  and  in  1930,  63,502.  The 
successive  decreases  were  99,795  for  the  j^ear  1925 — 9,876,  9,513, 
8,352,  8,714,  and  938.  In  1924,  the  peak  year  of  immigration  over 
the  northern  land  border,  200,690  immigrants  came  from  Canada  and 
Newfoundland. 

Of  the  61,531  alien  immigrants  recorded  last  year  as  entering  via 
the  Canadian  border,  31,381  were  males  and  30,150  females.  The 
single  males  numbered  20,815  and  single  females  17,230;  the  married 
males  9,911  and  married  females  10,959;  the  widowers  581  and  widows 
1,827;  the  male  divorced  74  and  female  134.  About  one-seventh  of 
the  immigrants,  8,488,  were  under  16  years  of  age;  45,754  from  16  to 
44  years;  and  7,289  45  years  of  age  or  over;  18,093  gave  skilled  occu- 
pations; 7,167  were  laborers;  5,234  servants;  2,962  farmers;  and  1,512 
of  the  commercial,  and  1,534  of  miscellaneous  classes.  Only  3,518 
gave  a  professional  occupation.  The  number  listed  as  having  no 
occupation,  largely  women  and  children,  was  23,872.  The  vast 
majority  of  these  immigrants  settled  in  States  along  the  border. 
Michigan  received  the  largest  number,  14,323;  New  York  State, 
13,403;  Massachusetts,  5,594;  Maine,  2,845;  Connecticut,  1,302;  and 
New  Hampshire,  1,056. 

IMMIGRATION   VIA   THE   MEXICAN    BORDER 

During  the  year  17,973  aliens,  classified  statistically  as  immigrants 
and  nonimmigrants,  were  admitted  over  the  Mexican  border,  9,435  of 
whom  entered  at  points  in  the  San  Antonio  district,  6,397  in  the  El 
Paso  district,  and  2,141  in  the  Los  Angeles  district.  The  immigrants 
numbered  12,122,  nonimmigrants  5,851.  Of  the  total,  11,846  were 
admitted  under  the  immigration  act  of  1924  as  natives  of  nonquota 
countries,  practically  all  being  natives  of  Mexico;  while  2,085  came  as 
returning  residents,  3,336  as  visitors  and  transits  who  had  resided  less 
than  a  year  in  Mexico,  or  having  resided  for  a  je&T  or  more  in  that 
country  came  to  remain  more  than  six  months;  364  as  Government 
ofncials,  their  families,  attendants,  servants,  or  employees;  217  as 
quota  immigrants;  and  125  of  the  miscellaneous  classes,  embracing  97 
husbands,  wives,  and  unmarried  children  under  21  years  of  age  of 
American  citizens;  9  ministers  and  professors  and  their  wives  and 
unmarried  children;  7  wives  and  unmarried  children  (born  in  quota 
countries)  of  natives  of  nonquota  countries;  8  students;  3  women 
who  had  been  United  States  citizens;  and  1  alien  to  carry  on  trade 
under  existing  treaty. 
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The  number  of  Mexican  aliens  admitted  to  the  United  States  durmg 
he  year  was  16,886—11,915  immigrant  and  4,971  nommmigrant— 

1  decline  in  the  total  of  Mexicans  of  25,499  from  the  previous  year 
^•hen  42,385  aliens  of  this  race  entered  the  country.  The  number  ot 
Vlexican  immigrants  dropped  from  38,980  m  the  fiscal  year  1929  to 
LI  915  in  1930,  a  decrease  of  69.4  per  cent.  The  single  Mexican  immi- 
grants last  vear  numbered  7,213;  married,  4,184;  had  lost  wife  or 
ausband  bv'death,  496,  and  by  divorce,  22;  2,752  of  the  total  wwe 
ander  16  years  of  aiie,  2,552  ranged  m  age  from  16  to  22  years,  6,o6l 
from  22  i6  29  years,!  ,490  from  30  to  37  years,  870  from  38  to  44  years, 
^nd  920  from'45  upward.  A  year  ago  36.4  per  cent  of  the  Vlexican 
Immi-rants  were  females,  while  in  the  year  just  ended  46.9  per  cent 
wei-e  of  this  sex.  Of  the  Mexican  immigrants  of  the  past  year  6,322 
were  males,  4,327  of  whom  were  single,  1,891  married  and  104  were 
mdowers  or  divorced;  5,593  were  females,  of  whom  2  886  were  smgle, 

2  ^^93  married,  and  414  widowed  or  divorced.  Of  these  newcomers, 
2''>39  were  laborers,  1,527  were  skilled  workers,  394  were  ol  the  pro- 
fessional classes,  363  were  servants,  and  517  gave  miscellaneous 
occupations.    The  no-occupation  group  numbered  6,875. 

Women  and  children  now  comprise  a  larger  proportion  ot  the  imnii- 
erants  of  the  Mexican  race  than  was  the  case  a  year  ago.  in  the 
preceding  fiscal  year,  23,842,  or  61  per  cent  of  the  total  were  women 
and  children  under  21  years  of  age,  as  compared  with  8,41o,  or  / 1  per 
cent  for  the  year  1930,  strongly  indicative  that  the  wage  earners 
constitute  a  smaller  proportion  of  present-day  Mexican  immigrants 
than  formerly.  In  the  preceding  year,  16,687,  or  43  per  cent  of  the 
Mevican  immigrants,  declared  themselves  'as  possessed  ol  no  gamlul 
occupation,  as^compared  with  6,875,  or  58  per  cent,  of  this  class  m  the

FACILITATING    BUSINESS   AND   SOCIAL   INTERCOURSE   WITH 
FOREIGN    CONTIGUOUS    COUNTRIES 

Each  year  witnesses  a  large  increase  in  the  volume  of  humanity 
ebbing  and  flowing  across  our  northern  and  southern  boundaries. 
The  automobile,  more  than  any  one  other  single  factor,  is  responsible 
for  this.  The  impassable  trails  and  sloughs  of  ^^esterday  are  the 
paved  highways  of  to-day.  Millions  of  dollars  are  being  expended 
by  our  neighbors,  to  say  nothing  of  even  greater  outlays  by  the  border 
communities  in  this  country,  to  make  travel  safe,  comfortable,  and 
enjoyable.  In  the  year  just  closed,  over  59,276,639  entries  of  aliens 
and  citizens  occurred  at  ports  of  entry  along  our  borders.     Many 
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of  the  persons  were,  of  course,  "repeaters."  All  of  them  had  to  be 
inspected  or  identified.  To  facihtate  the  movement  of  this  trathc, 
every  effort  is  exerted  to  persuade  the  regular  "crossers"  at  least, 
who  constitute  a  very  large  proportion  of  this  stream  of  humamty, 
to  avail  themselves  of  identification  cards  supphed  gratis  by  the 
Immigration  Service  upon  request.  .   .    ■■     • 

Additional  land  border  ports  of  entry  have  been  created  during 
the  past  year  to  the  number  of  four.  .  n       i  i      j 

Effective  during  the  year,  25  places,  chiefly  along  our  borders, 
have  been  designated,  either  permanently  or  temporarily,  as  ports  of 
entry  for  aUens  arriving  by  civil  aircraft.  Comprehensive  regula- 
tions deaUng  with  this  traffic  were,  after  numerous  conferences  with 
;  other  departments  interested,  promulgated  effective  August  1,  1929. 

TECHNICAL    ADVISERS 

The  examination  abroad  of  intending  immigrants  has  been  ex- 
tended until  now  the  svstem  covers  all  the  principal  sources  of  immi- 
gration from  Europe.^  Immigrant  inspectors  possessing  a  compre- 
hensive knowledge  of  the  immigration  laws,  expert  in  the  art  of  de- 
veloping essential  facts  upon  examination,  and  withal,  endowed  with 
sound  judgment,  carefullv  inquire  into  the  antecedents  and  qualihca- 
tions  of  intending  immigrants  and  thereafter  give  to  the  consuls  the 
benefit  of  their  findings  and  conclusions.  By  means  of  this  pro- 
cedure the  number  of  ahens  granted  immigration  visas  by  consuls 
found  inadmissible  upon  arrival  at  our  ports,  constitutes  but  a  small 
fraction  of  the  number  who  previously  were  excluded.  Untold 
misery  and  hardships  resulting  from  fruitless  voyages  to  this  country 
are  thus  very  largely  ob^^ated. 

ADMINISTRATIVE   FINES 

Administrative  fines  imposed  upon  steamship  companies  for  \dola- 
tions  of  the  immigration  laws,  as  shown  in  detail  in  the  table  here- 
under, aggregated  1257,500,  compared  with  $186,100  m  the  year  pre- 
ceding The  difference  was  due  chieflv  to  an  increase  of  sixty-three 
$1,000  fines,  under  section  20  of  the  act  of  1924,  for  failure  upon  the 
part  of  masters  to  detain  seamen  on  board  until  inspected  or  to  detain 
them  on  board  following  inspection  when  ordered  so  to  do.

SEAMEN 

For  many  years  the  problem  of  preventing  alien  seamen  from  de- 
serting their  vessels  and  remaining  here  without  compliance  with  the 
provisions  of  the  immigration  laws  relating  to  applicants  for  admis- 
sion has  sorely  perplexed  the  bureau  and  its  field  officers.  Shore 
leave  and  the  right  to  search  for  another  berth  outward  after  being 
paid  off  or  even  following  desertion  can  not  be  questioned  if  the 
arriving  seamen  is  a  bona  fide  one  in  fact  and  phvsicallv  fit.  Sixty 
days  are  allowed  for  this  purpose.  All  would  be  well  if  alien  seamen 
would  always  go  out  after  landing  allegedly  in  pursuit  of  their  calling, 
but  we  can  not  keep  such  seamen  under  surveillance  and  we  do  not 
know,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  how  many  leave  and  how  many  remain. 
The  situation  has  been  rendered  more  acute  in  recent  years  by  immi- 
grants, barred  from  admission  by  the  quota  law,  eftecting  entry  as 
alleged  seamen  in  pursuit  of  their  calHng.  Some  improvement  in 
the  situation,  however,  has  been  noted,  particularly  in  the  past  year, 
brought  about  in  part  perhaps  by  the  act  of  March  4,  1929,  making  it  a 
misdemeanor  for  any  aHen  to  enter  irregularly  and  a  felony  to  enter 
or  attempt  to  enter  after  arrest  and  deportation.  In  the'^case  of  a 
seaman,  arrest  and  deportation  now  spell  forfeiture  of  all  future 
seaman  landing  privileges. 

During  the  past  year  there  were  9,117  recorded  desertions  of  aHen 
seamen  as  compared  with  11,314  in  the  fiscal  vear  1929,  and  12  357 
in  the  fiscal  year  1928.  '  '

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CRIMINAL   PROSECUTIONS   AND    CIVIL   SUITS 

The  character  and  scope  of  the  activities  of  the  Immigration  Service 
diirino-  the  past  year  in  the  prosecution  of  violators  of  the  immigra- 
tion llws  are  indicated  by  the  subjoined  tabulations  On  March  4, 
1929  an  act  was  approved  providing  for  the  punishment  ol  ahens 
entering  unlawfully.  Section  1  made  it  a  felony  for  an  alien  to  enter 
or  to  attempt  to  enter  60  days  after  the  enactment  of  the  act  if  he 
had  been  previously  arrested  and  deported  m  pursuance  of  law,  and 
provided  as  a  penalty  imprisonment  for  not  more  than  two  years  or 
a  fine  of  not  more  than  $1 ,000,  or  both.  Section  2  of  the  act  made 
it  a  misdemeanor  for  an  alien  after  the  passage  of  the  act  to  enter  at 
any  time  or  place  other  than  as  designated  by  immigration  officials 
or  to  elude  examination  or  inspection,  or  obtain  entry  by  wilfully 
false  or  misleading  representations  or  by  the  wilful  concealment  of 
fl  material  fact  A  penalty  of  imprisonment  for  not  more  than  one 
yeTr  or  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  $1,000,  or  both  such  fine  and  im- 
prisonment, was  provided.  The  act  was  subsequently  amended  to 
provide  that  it  should  not  apply  to  an  alien  arrested  and  deported 
before  March  4,  1929,  in  pursuance  of  law,  m  whose  case  prior  to  His 
reembaTation  at  a  pl'ace  outside  the  United  Stfes  or  his  application 
in  foreign  contiguous  territory  for  admission  to  the  United  States, 
and  prioi  to  fcch  4,  1929,  the  Secretary  of  Labor  had  granted  such 
alien  permission  to  reapply  for  admission.  .         „   .         ^  .       n,^. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  felony  provision  of  the  act  was  m  eftect 
less  than  two  months  in  the  fiscal  year  1929  and  the  misdenieanor 
provision  less  than  four  months,  satisfactory  opportumty  to  observe 
fts  Iffe?ts  before  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year  1929  was  not  afforded. 
Nevertheless  113  felony  and  1,286  misdemeanor  prosecutions  were 
SXtS  Tie  outstanding  fe'ature  of  the  activities  of  the  service 
along  such  lines  during  the  year  covered  by  this  report  was  the  insti- 
tution of  679  felony  prosecutions  and  6,078  misdemeanor  prosecutions 
under  sections  1  and  2,  respectively,  of  the  act  referred  to.  While 
t£s  act  has  not  been  in  effect  long  enough  to  permit  definite  conclusions 
to  be  drawn  as  to  its  efficacy,  it  is  believed  that  it  will  prove  an  effec- 
tive deterrent  and  that,  as  knowledge  of  its  existence  becomes  more 
widespread,  violations  will  diminish.

REENTRY    PERMITS 

[Including  those  issued  to  Chinese] 

Every  alien  lawfully  admitted  to  the  United  States  for  permanent 
residence  who  goes  temporarily  to  other  than  foreign  contiguous 
territory,  Cuba,  Bermuda,  or  other  islands  included  in  the  Bahama 
and  Greater  Antilles  group,  is  required  by  law,  upon  return  to  the 
United  States,  to  present  an  immigration  visa  issued  by  an  American 
consul;  such  visas,  of  course,  may  be  nonquota.  As  an  alternative, 
however,  the  law  permits  aliens  lawfully  and  permanently  domiciled 
in  the  United  States,  who  wish  to  go  to  a  foreign  country,  to  obtain 
reentry  permits  before  leaving,  the  fee  for  which  is  $3.  This  is  a 
popular  provision  of  law  saving  such  travelers  abroad,  as  it  does, 
loss  of  time  and  inconvenience  otherwise  often  caused  by  the  necessity 
of  a  personal  appearance  before  an  American  consul  to  be  documented 
home,  to  say  nothing  of  S7  in  fees. 

The  reentrj^  permit  is  not,  any  more  than  is  an  immigration  visa, 
conclusive  of  the  holder's  right  to  reenter  the  United  States,  since 
any  ground  of  exclusion  discovered  upon  an  alien's  arrival  may  bar 
him  from  admission;  it  does,  however,  serve  to  identify  the  alien  as  a 
returning  resident  entitled  to  enter  without  an  immigration  visa  if 
he  is  otherwise  admissible. 

Reentry  permits  are  good  for  oiie  year  from  date  of  issuance,  but 
their  validity  may  be  extended,  upon  a  satisfactory  showing  to  the 
Secretary  of  Labor,  for  periods  not  exceeding  six  months  each. 
Applications  for  such  extensions  are  filed  abroad  with  American 
consuls,  a  fee  of  $3  being  charged  for  each  extension. 

Fees  in  the  amount  of  $383,355  were  covered  into  the  Treasury. 

The  subjoined  table  furnishes  a  comprehensive  statement  of  the 
reentry  permit  activities  of  the  bureau.

VISAS   (NONQUOTA    AND    PREFERENCE) 

Under  certain  provisions  of  law  the  wife,  unmarried  child  undar 
21,  husband,  or  parent  of  a  United  States  citizen  is  entitled  to  receive 
from  an  American  consul  a  nonquota  visa  or  to  be  regarded  as  having 
right  of  priority  in  the  issuance  of  a  quota  visa,  as  the  case  may  be. 
Petitions  in  such  cases  are  addressed  to  the  Commissioner  General 
of  Immigration  by  the  citizens.  The  claims  of  citizenship  and  rela- 
tionship are  investigated  and  the  petition  approved  or  denied,  as 
circumstances  warrant.  The  fact  that  a  petition  has  been  approved 
is  communicated  to  the  State  Department,  which,  in  turn,  communi- 
cates the  information  to  the  consul  concerned. 

In  the  year  just  closed,  36,703  petitions  were  filed,  31,259  granted, 
and  3,630  denied  (balance  remaining  pending),  as  compared  with 
40,774  filed,  36,032  granted,  and  3,063  denied,  respectively,  in  the 
previous  year.

(>  take  out  .citizenship  papers  or  to  enjoy  certain  rights  ordinarily 

iccorded  under  the  immigration  laws  to  aliens  lawfully  domiciled 

n  the  United  States,  because  no  record  of  their  legal  admission  could 

)c  found.     The  act  referred  to  has  made  it  possible  to  grant  relief 

I  luring  the  past  year  in  deserving  cases  of  this  kind  to  8,098  aliens. 

'  The  act  provides  in  effect,  subject  to  a  satisfactory  showing  of  good 

«oral  character,  continuous  residence  and  nondeportability,  that  any 

ilien,  not  ineligible  to  citizenship,  who  entered  this  country  prior 

to  June  3,  1921,  in  respect  of  whom  there  is  no  record  af  admission  for 

permanent  residence,  may  be  registered  and  recorded  as  admitted  as 

of  the  date  of  his  entry  with  the  same  force  and  eft'ect  as  though  such 

record  of  admission  had  been  mad^  at  the  time  and  place  of  said  entry. 

This  opens  the  way  for  deserving  aliens  to  become  citizens;  it  likewise 

permits  them  to  leave  the  United  States  temporarily  and  return 

without  being  subject  to  the  quota  law;  in  short,  it  meets  a  long  felt 

want  and  is  in  line  with  justice  and  good  administration. 

During  the  year  18,800  applications  for  registry  were  filed.  Of  this 
number,  6,330,  or  34  per  cent,  were  received  through  the  office  of  the 
commissioner  of  immigration,  Ellis  Island,  New  York  Harbor; 
1,885,  or  10  per  cent,  through  the  office  of  the  district  director  of 
immigration,  Detroit,  Mich.;  1,455,  or  8  per  cent,  through  the  office 
of  the  commissioner  of  immigration,  Boston,  Mass.;  1,381,  or  7  per 
cent,  through  the  office  of  the  district  director  of  immigration, 
Chicago,  111.;  948,  or  5  per  cent,  through  the  office  of  the  district 
director  of  immigration,  San  Antonio,  Tex.;  and  6,801,  or  36  per  cent, 
through  officials  in  21  other  immigration  districts.  One  application 
was  filed  with  the  Governor  of  the  Virgin  Islands  of  the  United  States. 
Out  of  the  total  number  of  applications  received,  114  were  with- 
drawn. Certificates  of  registry  were  issued  in  8,098  cases,  1,125 
denied;  and  at  the  close  of  the  year  9,463  cases  were  pending. 

There  has  been  transferred  to  the  Treasury  the  sum  of  $161,960, 
representing  fees  paid  at  $20  each  for  registry.

CHINESE 

The  number  of  Chinese  applying  for  admission  to  the  United 
States  varies  but  little  from  year  to  year.  During  the  past  year 
8  114  such  persons  were  admitted  as  compared  with  8,018  in  the 
year  1929  and  7,996  in  1928.  Of  those  admitted  in  the  period  covered 
by  this  report,  4,770  were  transits,  420  visitors,  1,708  domiciled  resi- 
dents returning  from  visits  abroad,  560  persons  to  carry  on  trade  in 
accordance  with  the  treaty  with  China  governing  commerce  and 
navigation,  332  students,  312  Government  officials,  etc.,  and  12 
ministers  of  a  recognized  religious  denomination  or  professors  of 
colleges,  academies,  seminaries,  or  universities,  together  with  their 
wives  and  minor  children.  The  12  mentioned  were  the  only  new- 
comers admissible  for  permanent  residence.  While  the  alien  Chinese 
who  initially  came  to  the  United  States  for  permanent  residence  were 
negligible  in  number,  3,220  Chinese  were  admitted  as  citizens  of  the 
United  States  either  by  reason  of  birth  in  this  country  or  as  the  sons 
or  daughters  of  native-born  citizens,  about  two-thirds  of  whom  were 
returning  from  temporary  visits  abroad. 

Within  the  last  year  the  department  has  adopted  a  rule  by  virtue 
of  which  merchants,  their  wives,  and  minor  children,  who  entered 
subsequent  to  July  1,  1924,  may  reenter  the  United  States  without 
presenting  certificates  from  the  Chinese  Government  under  section  6 
of  the  act  of  1884.  Return  permits  are  not  issued  to  this  class,  but 
the  merchant  is  permitted  to  secure  a  preindorsement  of  his  mercantile 
status  and  after  a  temporary  visit  abroad  he  or  his  wife  or  minor 
children  are  given  travel  documents  on  which  they  may  proceed  to  the 
United  States. 

As  hereinabove  indicated,  the  largest  class,  numerically,  seeking 
admission  claim  American  citizenship,  and  the  immigration  authorities 
are  confronted  with  the  necessity  of  separating  the  fraudulent  from 
the  genuine  cases.     In  previous  years  many  persons  of  this  class  who

have  been  rejected  have  succeeded  in  gaining  admission  through 
habeas  corpus  proceedings,  but  during  the  past  year  the  courts  have 
intervened  in  comparatively  few  cases. 

Previously  Chinese  transits  were  admitted  only  under  bond.  An 
increasingly  large  number  of  Chinese  of  the  business  and  leisure  classes 
have  arrived  in  transit,  for  which  reason  the  department  has  liberal- 
ized the  rule  governing  the  admission  of  transits,  permitting  port 
officers  in  charge,  in  their  discretion,  to  admit  such  transits  without 
bond.  This,  it  is  believed,  is  in  the  interest  of  closer  social  and 
business  relations. 

On  June  13,  1930,  there  was  approved  an  act  to  admit  to  the  United 
States  Chinese  wives  of  American  citizens  where  marriage  occurred 
prior  to  May  26,  1924,  the  date  when  the  last  quota  law  was  approved. 

As  construed  by  the  courts,  the  quota  immigration  act  of  1924 
prevented  the  permanent  admission  of  the  Chinese  wife  of  an  American 
citizen,  but,  by  virtue  of  certain  treaty  rights,  the  Chinese  wife  of  an 
alien  Chinese  merchant  has  been  for  many  years  held  to  be  entitled 
to  enter  with  or  to  follow  to  join  her  admitted  husband.  The 
remedial  legislation  above  referred  to  corrects  this  anomalous  state  of 
affairs  and  within  the  limitations  therein  prescribed  gives  to  the 
Chinese  wife  of  an  American  citizen  recognition  in  no  way  inferior  to 
that  enjoyed  by  the  alien  Chinese  wife  of  an  alien  Chinese  merchant. 
The  legislation  has  been  in  effect  so  short  a  time  that  sufficient 
opportunity  has  not  been  afforded  for  the  full  enjoyment  of  its  bene- 
fits. The  equity  of  the  legislation,  however,  is  so  obvious  as  hardly  to 
seem  debatable. 

The  smuggling  of  Chinese  over  the  border  occurs  infrequently 
except  in  southern  California.  In  that  locality  smuggling  has  been 
rife  during  the  past  year  owing  largely  to  the  unfavorable  economic 
conditions  in  Lower  California.  Many  Chinese  have  entered  sur- 
reptitiously^ and  placed  themselves  in  the  hands  of  the  authorities 
to  be  deported  to  China.  This  is  a  very  unfortunate  situation  and  one, 
it  is  hoped,  ways  and  means  may  be  found  to  prevent  in  the  future. 

Return  permits. 

Return  permits  are  issued  to  Chinese  of  the  exempt  classes  who  have 
been  previously  admitted  for  permanent  and  unrestricted  residence. 
During  the  fiscal  year  1930  such  permits  were  issued  to  429  Chinese; 
while  86  applications  were  denied.  Extensions  of  previously  issued 
permits  were  granted  in  216  cases.

The  increased  appropriation  for  1930,  though  not  meeting  all 
demands,  has  nevertheless  served  to  permit  a  broadening  of  the  activi- 
ties of  the  Immigration  Service,  and  the  one  for  the  ensuing  fiscal 
year  assures  possibilities  of  even  greater  development  and  greater 
efficienc}'.  In  no  phase  of  the  administration  of  the  immigration  law^s 
is  stead}^  progress  and  development  more  strikingly  evidenced  than  in 
the  removal  from  our  midst  of  undesirable  aliens.  In  the  five  fiscal 
years  preceding  the  one  just  closed,  deportations  have  reached  an 
average  of  11,319  annually;  in  the  present  year  they  mounted  to 
16,631.  In  this  achievement,  the  immigration  border  patrol  has  been 
of  incalculable  assistance.

BORDER    PATROL 

The  immigration  border  patrol  has  steadily  developed  in  discipline 
and  efficiency.  The  results  accomplished  b}"  it  have  been  little  short 
of  marvelous,  considering  the  comparatively  limited  amount  of  money 
expended  for  its  operation  and  maintenance.  It  occupies  a  position 
in  the  affection  and  esteem  of  the  communities  in  which  it  operates 
second  to  no  governmental  organization.  0\\"ing  to  the  highly  select- 
ive methods  employed  in  choosing  its  personnel  and  the  indefati- 
gability  with  which  the  highest  standards  of  honor  have  been 
maintained,  its  integrity  has  never  been  seriously  challenged.  Pride 
in  their  organization,  of  the  men  comprising  its  personnel,  and  their 
devotion  to  duty  have  been  equaled  by  the  members  of  few,  if  any, 
organizations  of  a  similar  character,  and,  I  am  confident,  surpassed 
by  none  in  this  or  any  other  country. 

The  following  discussion,  it  is  believed,  will  be  of  interest: 

ORIGIN— STATUTORY    AUTHORITY   FOR    CREATION 

The  Immigration  Service  border  patrol  came  into  existence  by 
virtue  of  authority  contained  in  the  appropriations  act  of  Mav  28, 
1924  (43  Stat.  240),  reading:  " Pronded,  That  at  least  $1,000,000 
of  this  amount  shall  be  expended  for  additional  land  border  patrol 
of  which  $100,000  shall  be  immediately  available."  The  same  general 
language  has  been  employed  in  subsequent  appropriation  bills  pro- 
viding funds  for  the  enforcement  of  the  immigration  laws.  The 
amount  for  this  piu-pose  has  been  increased  from  year  to  year.  In  the 
fiscal  year  1929  the  sum  provided  reached  the  total  of  $1,868,440. 
The  same  amount  was  provided  for  the  past  fiscal  year  and  has  been 
appropriated  for  the  ensuing  one. 

DEVELOPMENT— NUMERICAL    STRENGTH    AND    EQUIPMENT 

Personnel,  barracks,  and  equipment  have  been  increased  propor- 
tionately from  year  to  year  as  additional  funds  have  been  provided. 
At  the  close  of  June  30,  1930,  there  was  a  total  field  personnel  of  805 
employees,  consisting  of  1  supervisor,  11  assistant  superintendents, 
29  chief  patrol  inspectors,  189  senior  patrol  inspectors,  517  patrol 
inspectors,  27  clerks,  21  motor  mechanics,  7  laborers,  and  3  janitors. 
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I  Transportation  consisted  of  282  automobiles,  24  trucks,   15  saddle 
i  horses,  and  5  pack  horses. 

DISTRICTS— ADMINISTRATION 

There  are  seven  major  patrol  districts  on  the  north  and  five  on  the 
south,  each  under  the  general  supervision  of  a  district  director  of 
immigration  or  commissioner  of  immigration,  assisted  by  an  assistant 
superintendent  of  patrol.  Each  of  these  major  districts  is  divided 
into  such  number  of  subdistricts,  each  under  the  direction  of  a  chief 
patrol  inspector,  as  the  area  of  the  major  district  and  the  physical 
characteristics  and  patrol  problems  render  necessar^^ 

DUTIES    OF    PATROL    INSPECTORS 

The  duties  of  immigration  patrol  inspectors  are  primarily  to  pre- 
vent the  illegal  entry  of  aliens,  not  only  those  seeking  entry  for  the 
first  time  but  those  who  have  been  previously  excluded  or  deported. 
Needless  to  say,  aliens  seeking  clandestine^  to  enter  are,  for  the  most 
part,  aliens  who  would  not  be  permitted  to  enter  if  they  applied  in  the 
regular  way  for  admission.  Patrol  inspectors  working  on  or  near  the 
international  lines  are  expected  to  seize  contraband  of  any  and  all 
kinds  being  brought  into  the  United  States  in  violation  of  Federal 
laws  and  to  hold  the  guilty  persons.  Contraband  includes  aliens, 
dutiable  goods  and  merchandise,  intoxicating  liquor,  animals,  nar- 
cotics, and  infested  products  of  the  soil.  Patrol  inspectors  exert  every 
effort  to  prevent  and  detect  the  passage  of  armed  bands  to  Mexico 
to  engage  in  revolutionary  activities,  and  the  smuggling  from  the 
United  States  into  Mexico  of  arms  and  ammunition  to  be  used  in 
such  activities.  They  likewise  apprehend  violators  of  the  so-called 
"Dyer  Act,"  that  is,  persons  driving  stolen  cars  from  one  State  to 
another,  and,  in  some  instances,  violators  of  the  so-called  "White 
slave  traffic  act,"  that  is  to  say,  persons  engaged  in  transporting 
women  or  girls  from  one  State  to  another  for  immoral  purposes.  Patrol 
officers  likewise  apprehend  deserters  from  the  United  States  Army 
and  Navy,  to  say  nothing  of  murderers,  thieves,  highwaymen,  and 
other  fugitives  from  justice. 

AUTHORITY    OF    LAW    TO    ACT 

The  right  of  immigration  patrol  inspectors  to  arrest  aliens,  with 
and  without  warrant,  is  found  in  the  appropriations  act  of  February 
27,  1925  (43  Stat.  1049),  reading  as  follows: 

Provided  further,  That  hereafter  any  employee  of  the  Bureau  of  Immigration 
authorized  so  to  do  under  regulations  prescribed  by  the  Commissioner  General 
of  Immigration  with  the  approval  of  the  Secretary  of  Labor,  shall  have  power 
without  warrant  (1)  to  arrest  any  alien  v,ho,  in  his  presence  or  view,  is  entering  or 
attempting  to  enter  the  United  States  in  violation  of  any  law,  or  regulations  made 
in  pursuance  of  law,  regulating  the  admission  of  aliens,  and  to  take  such  alien  im- 
mediately for  examination  before  an  immigrant  inspector  or  other  official  having 
authority  to  examine  aliens  as  to  their  right  to  admission  to  the  United  States, 
and  (2)  to  board  and  search  for  aliens  any  vessel  within  the  territorial  waters  of 
the  United  States,  railway  car,  conveyance,  or  vehicle,  in  which  he  believes 
aliens  are  being  brought  into  the  United  States;  and  such  employee  shall  have 
power  to  execute  any  warrant  or  other  process  issued  by  any  officer  under  any 
law  regulating  the  admission,  exclusion,  or  expulsion  of  aliens. 

The  expression  "entering  the  United  States"  is  not  given  a  narrow 
construction.     In  the  case  of  Lew  Moy  et  al.  r.  The  United  States, 
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237  Fed.  50,  it  was  held  in  effect  that  an  alien  is  m  the  act  of  entering 
the  United  States  until  he  reaches  his  interior  destination.  Section 
26  of  the  national  prohibition  act  reads  as  follows: 

When  the  comnii«sioner,  his  assistant,  inspectors,  or  any  officer  of  the  law  shall 
discover  anj'  person  in  the  act  of  transporting  in  violation  of  the  law,  intoxicating 
liquors  in  any  wagon,  buggy,  automobile,  water  or  air  craft,  or  other  vehicle,  it 
shall  be  his  duty  to  seize  any  and  all  intoxicating  liquors  found  therein  being 
transported  contrary'  to  law.  Wherever  intoxicating  liquors  transported  or 
possessed  illegalh'  shall  be  seized  by  an  officer  he  shall  take  possession  of  the 
vehicle  and  team  or  automobile,  boat,  air  or  water  craft,  or  any  other  conveyance, 
and  shall  arrest  any  person  in  charge  thereof. 

There  is  no  Federal  law  specially  authorizing  immigration  patrol 
inspectors  to  make  other  seizures  and  arrests.  In  so  doing,  they  act 
under  the  generally  recognized  common-law  rights  applicable  to  local 
peace  officers  and  citizens  alike.  Those  rights,  so  far  as  applicable  to 
immigration  patrol  inspectors,  may  be  summarized  as  follows: 

(1)  To  take  the  necessary  steps  to  prevent  the  commission  of  a 
felony ; 

(2)  To  arrest  without  a  warrant  persons  w^ho  commit  or  attempt  to 
commit  a  felony  (or  for  that  matter  a  breach  of  peace)  in  their  pres- 
ence, or  whom  the  officers  have  reasonable  grounds  to  believe  have 
committed  a  felony.  -M 

OPERATION  " 

Mobility,  with  coordination  and  control  at  all  times  of  the  forces 
engaged,  has  played  an  important  part  in  making  it  possible  to  patrol 
the  borders  with  maximum  efficiency  and  minimum  expense. 

All  units  of  the  border  patrol  work  in  areas  between  ports  of  entry, 
some  close  to  the  border  line,  and  some  at  greater  distances  therefrom, 
depending,  among  other  things,  upon  the  location,  character,  and 
direction  of  roads  and  trails  and  the  nature  of  terrain.  Junction 
points  of  converging  roads  frequently  offer  strategic  possibilities  of 
control  with  a  minimum  of  men.  Not  infrequently  supporting  units 
are  thrown  back  from  the  border,  as  a  secondary  line  of  defense  so  to 
speak.  Patrol  units  in  some  instances  follow  out  roads  running  per- 
pendicular (or  approximately  so)  to  the  border,  sometimes  proceeding 
from  bases  toward  the  border,  thus  meeting  the  smugglers,  and  at 
others  from  the  border  in  pursuit.  Supporting  units  not  infrequently 
follow  a  road  from  the  border  for  a  considerable  distance,  then  pro- 
ceed by  means  of  a  road  running  transversely  to  another  road  running 
from  the  border,  returning  thence  to  the  border,  encountering  smug- 
glers who  believed  their  way  to  be  clear.  Strategies  of  every  kind 
are  employed  to  outwit  the  smuggler.  Mobility  and  avoidance  of 
anything  in  the  nature  of  routine  practices  keep  the  smuggler  guessing; 
in  other  words,  despite  all  the  information  he  is  able  to  procure  by 
telephone  or  otherwise  from  road-running  pilots,  scouts,  and  others 
before  leaving  his  base,  he  encounters  the  patrols  at  the  most 
unexpected  times  and  places. 

For  mutual  aid  and  protection  the  patrols  operate  in  units  of  not 
less  than  two  men.  They  note  and  report  everything  observed  or 
otherwise  learned  that  may  be  of  possible  value  or  significance.  The 
reports  are  studied  and  coordinated  with  others  that  may  be  on  file, 
and  even  though  they  may  not  be  of  value  immediately,  they  fre- 
quently become  so.  Every  patrolman  becomes  an  intelligence  officer, 
trained  to  observe  and  appraise  the  value  of  things  he  hears  and  sees. 
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He  cultivates  friends  and  develops  sources  of  information.  The 
legion  of  friends  of  the  border  patrol  is  an  invaluable  adjunct.  If 
information  is  important,  seeming  to  require  immediate  action,  the 
friend  communicates  it  to  the  nearest  patrol  base  if  no  patrolman  is 
in  the  vicinity,  often  riding  for  miles  to  do  so  if  a  telephone  is  not 
available. 

Patrol  officers  are  told  that  the  promiscuous  checking  of  traffic 
on  the  public  highways  at  points  removed  from  the  border  is  not 
permissible  and  iJiaj  lead  to  serious  consequences;  that  vehicles  should 
not  be  stopped  on  the  public  highways  unless  the  officers  know  or 
have  good  reason  to  believe,  as  distinguished  from  mere  suspicion, 
that  contraband  aliens  or  other  contraband  is  being  transported 
thereby  or  that  they  are  otherwise  being  used  to  violate  the  law. 
When  officers  have  advance  information  as  to  such  unlawful  use  of 
an  automobile,  but  because  of  darkness  or  other  reasons  it  is  difficult 
to  identify  the  particular  car  while  in  motion,  they  are  instructed  to 
exercise  ingenuity  instead  of  attempting  to  hold  up  traffic  generally. 
For  example,  one  officer  will  station  himself  at  a  spot  on  the  highway 
where  there  is  illumination  and,  upon  identifying  the  car  under  sus- 
picion, signal  officers  ahead  by  flashlight  or  telephone.  The  officers 
take  position  at  points  where  in  the  nature  of  things  drivers  of  cars 
find  it  necessary  to  stop  or  to  check  their  speed. 

PERSONNEL 

Selection — Elimination  of  unfit. 

Until  recently  those  applicants  who  succeeded  in  passing  a  written 
intelligence  test  were  accorded  an  oral  examination  as  a  further  aid 
to  determine  their  general  fitness.  A  regular  civil-service  examiner 
conducted  the  oral  examinations  with  the  assistance  of  one  or  more 
responsible  immigration  officers,  preferably  those  whose  duty  it  is  to 
make  recommendations  looking  to  appointment.  Generally,  the 
district  dnector  of  immigration  or  the  assistant  district  director  or 
the  assistant  superintendent  of  the  border  patrol,  or  two  of  these 
officers  sat  on  the  board  of  examiners.  When  a  civil-service  list  of 
eligibles  is  supplied  to  fill  a  vacancy,  a  further  and  independent 
inquiry  is  conducted  to  learn  whether  any  of  the  eligibles  is  disqualified 
for  any  reason.  The  examination  papers  of  the  applicants,  with  the 
accompanying  papers  relating  to  their  antecedents,  are  then  carefully 
studied  and  compared  with  reports  of  investigations  conducted  to 
insure,  so  far  as  possible,  that  proper  candidates  only  are  selected. 
A  very  high  standard  of  conduct  after  entering  the  service  is  exacted, 
in  consequence  of  which  and  despite  the  preliminary  sifting  processes 
referred  to,  many  officers  have  failed  to  measure  up  to  the  require- 
ments. If  their  unfitness  is  demonstrated  during  their  six  months' 
probation,  they  are  summarily  dropped.  If  there  is  any  question 
about  the  matter  at  the  end  of  the  probationary  period,  the  Govern- 
ment and  not  the  individual  is  given  the  benefit  of  the  doubt.  Sepa- 
ration for  cause  is  thereafter  accomplished  on  the  basis  of  formal 
charges,  to  which  the  accused  is  afforded  opportunity  to  answer  in 
writing. 

There  is  no  abatement  of  the  "weeding  out"  processes.  This 
practice  has  resulted  in  a  large  turnover,  amounting  in  the  last  three 
fiscal  years  to  25.4,  28.7,  and  20.5  per  cent,  respectively.     While  the 
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"weeding  out"  process  has  entailed  hard  work  the  ultimate  result  has 
been  the  establishment  of  an  organization  of  law-enforcing  officers  of 
high  ideals. 

Training. 

A  patrol  officer  can  not  attain  a  maximum  value  on  the  Mexican 
border  if  he  does  not  possess  a  good  working  knowledge  of  the  Spanish 
language.  If  he  does  not  have  this  at  the  time  of  appointment,  he  is 
expected  to  acquire  it  during  the  period  of  probation.  A  patrol 
inspector  is  expected  to  learn  the  excluding,  deporting,  and  criminal 
provisions  of  the  various  immigration  laws  and  the  various  laws  and 
important  court  decisions  dealing  with  citizenship.  He  is  also 
required  to  learn  the  more  important  rules  of  evidence  in  criminal 
procedure.  In  order  properly  to  perform  his  work  with  maximum 
efficiency  and  minimum  friction  and  legal  complications,  a  patrol 
inspector  must  know  as  much  about  these  several  matters  as  does  an 
immigrant  inspector,  and  a  well-informed  immigrant  inspector  has 
been  regarded  as  something  of  a  specialist  in  his  field  of  endeavor. 

Classes  of  instruction  are  held  and  lectures  given  and,  as  an  incentive 
to  study,  promotions  from  patrol  inspector  to  senior  patrol  inspector 
are  in  part  based  upon  knowledge  of  the  laws,  and  of  Spanish  (if 
assigned  to  the  Mexican  border)  as  well  as  upon  general  qualities  of 
leadership. 

When  a  patrol  inspector  first  enters  the  service,  he  is  given  to 
understand  that  the  watchword  of  the  organization  is  "Honor  first '^ ; 
he  is  advised  in  most  unmistakable  terms  that  he  is  expected  to  tell 
the  truth  at  all  times  in  any  matter  affecting  the  service,  whatever  the 
consequences  may  be;  that  lying  is  moral  cowardice  and  an  unpardon- 
able sin  so  far  as  the  border  patrol  is  concerned;  he  is  advised  not  to 
drink,  gamble,  grumble,  watch  the  clock,  or  live  beyond  his  means; 
he  is  admonished  not  to  engage  in  loose  talk  about  brother  officers  or 
others;  that  he  should  not  under  any  circumstances  divulge  official 
matters,  swashbuckle,  or,  except  when  directed  by  competent 
authority,  fraternize  with  law  violators.  He  is  instructed  to  be  neat 
in  his  appearance  and,  above  all,  to  be  ethical,  law  abiding,  courteous, 
and  considerate  both  in  his  private  and  official  conduct,  whether 
dealing  with  aliens  or  citizens.  These  things  are  constantly  empha- 
sized by  officers  in  command. 

The  following  epitomizes  the  instructions  given  patrol  officers  from 
time  to  time  as  to  their  conduct  on  the  witness  stand : 

Oftentimes  officers  prejudice  the  Government's  or  the  State's  case  by  their 
demeanor  as  witnesses,  their  biased  attitude  giving  the  impression  that  they  are 
"persecuting"  instead  of  prosecuting  the  defendant.  Officers  should  give  their 
testimony  in  a  calm,  dispassionate  way;  should  fairly  and  truthfully  state  only 
what  they  know,  without  "coloring"  their  evidence,  without  exaggeration,  and 
without  attempting  to  state  an  inference  or  conclusion  as  a  fact;  and  should 
never  permit  an  attorney  to  "badger"  them  into  a  display  of  feeling  against  a 
defendant.  They  should  maintain  their  equanimity,  whatever  the  provocation. 
When  the  individual  officers  are  constantly  fair  and  impartial  in  their  official 
acts,  the  organization  gains  an  enviable  reputation  for  fairness  that  possesses 
manifold  advantages.  Naturally  we  desire  to  secure  convictions  in  proper  cases, 
but  we  do  not  want  to  make  a  record  of  any  sort  at  the  expense  of  honor  or 
reputation. 

UNIFORMS 

From  the  beginning,  immigration  patrol  inspectors  have  worn 
smart,  well-fitting,  distinctive  uniforms  on  duty,  unless  exempted  by 
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competent  authority  for  some  special  reason.  The  uniform  is 
jforestry  green  in  color  and  of  pleasing  design,  set  off  by  appropriate 
lornaments,  insignia,  etc.  Any  traveler  who  encounters  an  immi- 
gration patrol  inspector  on  the  highway  immediately  knows  the 
0 nicer 's  identity. 

USE    OF   FORCE 

The  question  has  been  frequently  presented  as  to  the  measure  of 
force,  if  any,  that  may  be  employed  in  enforcing  the  laws  which  patrol 
oHicers  are  specifically  authorized  to  enforce,  as  well  as  other  laws  for 
\\  hich  they  must  rely  upon  their  common-law  rights.  The  statutory 
la\v  and  court  decisions  offer  many  fine  distinctions  as  to  excusable 
and  justifiable  homicide,  some  of  which  are  confusing  to  attorneys  and 
even  more  so  to  the  average  layman.  For  all  patrol  officers  to  attempt 
to  learn  these  distinctions  and  to  apply  them  correctly  in  every  emer- 
gency is  impracticable.  In  this  they  are  told  there  is  but  one  safe 
rule,  and  that  is:  SJioot  only  in  defense  of  self  or  of  a  brother  officer  or  of 
another  person  (not  engaged  in  violating  the  law)  whose  life  is  imjieriled; 
that  if  an  officer  performing  a  lawful  act  shoots  under  those  ckcumstan- 
ces,  he  need  feel  no  apprehension  as  to  the  consequences;  that  the  rule 
stated  is  an  unalterable  one,  since  any  deviation  therefrom  might  not 
only  imperil  an  innocent  person  but  place  an  officer  in  unnecessary  jeop- 
ardy and  detract,  as  well,  from  the  good  reputation  enjoyed  by  the  or- 
ganization. This  rule  has  been  stated  and  reiterated  many  times,  with 
the  explanation  that  self-defense  does  not  necessarily  mean  that  an 
officer  must  wait  to  be  fired  upon  before  he  shoots,  but  that  if  he  has 
good  reason  to  believe  that  he  or  a  fellow  officer  is  about  to  be 
attacked,  and  he  conscientiously  deems  such  action  necessary  for  the 
safety  of  the  life  of  either,  he  may  shoot  at  the  person  about  to  make 
the  attack;  that  each  officer  must  decide  for  himself  whether  such  a 
drastic  measure   is  necessary. 

OUTLINE    OF    RESULTS    ACCOMPLISHED 

In  the  six  years  ended  June  30,  1930,  there  have  been  apprehended 
88,504  smuggled  aliens  and  2,384  smugglers  of  aliens.  Automobiles 
and  other  conveyances,  liquors  and  miscellaneous  contraband  of  a 
conservatively  estimated  value  of  $4,467,622  have  been  seized, 
and,  together  with  the  law  violators  involved,  delivered  to  the  officers 
of  the  Government  departments  directly  concerned.  A  total  of 
29,012,242  miles  of  patrolling  has  been  done.  There  have  been  exam- 
ined 907,632  freight  and  passenger  trains,  3,256,308  automobiles, 
241,936  buses,  70,154  boats,  and  113,100  other  conveyances.  A 
total  of  4,220,197  passengers  in  the  various  vehicles  referred  to  have 
been  examined,  in  addition  to  which  1,449,254  pedestrians  have  also 
been  examined.  In  the  four  vears  for  which  complete  figures  are 
available  (1927,  1928,  1929,  and  1930)  101,955  persons  of  ah  kinds, 
ahens  and  citizens,  law  violators  of  one  kind  or  another,  were  appre- 
hended and  delivered  to  appropriate  officers  of  the  Immigration 
Service,  Customs  Service,  Prohibition  Service,  Narcotic  Bureau, 
Department  of  Agriculture,  Department  of  Justice,  the  Army,  the 
Navy,  States,  counties,  and  municipalities. 
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GENERAL 

It  is  desirable  that  cA^eiy  apprehension  by  a  border  patrol  officer 
should  be  made  at  the  border  at  the  time  and  place  the  offense  is 
committed.  In  actual  practice  this  is  not  possible  without  a  force 
many,  many  times  larger  than  now  exists.  There  are  involved  poten- 
tiahties  for  international  difficulties,  delicate  matters  of  pursuit, 
search,  seizure,  interrogation,  detention,  and  arrest.  On  the  other 
hand,  the  farther  from  the  international  border  the  pursuit  takes  an 
officer,  the  more  compHcated  become  the  legal  entanglements  in  which 
he  is  likely  to  become  enmeshed.  Immigration  patrol  inspectors  are 
specially  trained  in  these  matters. 

Immigration  patrol  officers,  being  thrown  very  largely  upon  their 
own  resources,  are  required  to  take  the  initiative^nd  assume  respon- 
sibility. Therefore,  only  officers  capable  of  doing  this  are  retained. 
In  the  inimigration  border  patrol  a  very  large  majority  of  the  men  has 
had  military  training;  many  have  been  commissioned  officers,  rank- 
ing all  the  w^ay  from  second  lieutenant  to  lieutenant  colonel.  The 
force  includes  former  peace  officers,  cowboys,  farmers,  carpenters, 
painters,  mechanics,  writers,  and  even  ministers  of  the  Gospel.  These 
men  are  far  from  being  job-seekers;  most  of  them  want  to  be  immi- 
gration patrol  inspectors  because  of  the  opportunity  the  position 
offers  for  worth-while  public  service.  They  have  an  intense  pride  in 
the  organization;  are  exceedingly  jealous  of  its  good  name,  and  seek 
so  to  maintain  its  good  repute  that  their  wives  and  children  may  be 
proud  of  them  because  of  their  connection  with  it.  As  an  example  of 
the  morale,  picked  at  random  out  of  thousands:  A  senior  patrol 
inspector  at  a  distant  station,  upon  learning  of  conduct  upon  the  part 
of  a  patrol  inspector  of  a  character  to  reflect  upon  the  good  name  of 
the  organization,  instructed  the  offender,  who  was  not  a  member  of 
the  unit  for  which  the  senior  patrol  inspector  was  responsible,  to  make 
a  full  written  report  of  the  occurrence  to  the  chief  of  the  subdistrict, 
and,  when  the  report  was  not  forthcoming,  conveyed  the  offender 
more  than  a  hundred  miles  for  personal  report  to  the  chief,  whereupon 
the  erring  one  submitted  his  resignation. 

For  the  successful  enforcement  of  the  immigration  laws  dependence 
must  be  had  in  a  large  measure  upon  the  good  will  and  active  assist- 
ance of  the  pubHc.  A  large  number  of  the  patrol  officers  are  married 
and  live  in  the  communities  where  they  perform  their  duties;  their 
famihes  attend  church;  their  children  go  to  school;  they  patronize 
the  home  stores;  and  in  all  proper  respects  are  identified  with  the 
community  interest.  Immigration  patrol  inspectors  enjoy  the  repu- 
tation of  being  not  only  efficient  but  of  doing  efficient  work  in  a 
courteous,  considerate,  and  lawful  manner.  It  is  generally  known 
that  they  shoot  only  in  self-defense,  and,  w^liile  they  have  been  forced 
to  kill  a  considerable  number  of  murderous  outlaws,  they  have  been 
vindicated  in  open  trial  before  juries  of  their  peers  in  the  commu- 
nities where  they  dwell.  Public  sentiment,  in  short,  has  been  and  is 
sohdly  behind  these  officers.  As  indicated,  the  task  of  the  patrol  is 
no  small  one.  It  requires  men  of  a  high  order  of  integrity,  intelligence, 
resourcefulness,  initiative,  and  responsibility.  These  qualities  are 
obtainable  largely  in  proportion  to  the  compensation  offered.  The 
rank  and  ffie  of  patrol  inspectors  receive  an  entrance  salary  of  $1,800 
a  year.     Opportunities  for  advancement  are  excellent,  and,  while  the 
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entrance  salary  is  none  too  large,  considering  the  qualities  demanded 
and  the  hazards  to  life  involved,  it  enables  the  organization  to  attract 
and  retain  officers  comparable  to  commissioned  officers  of  the  lower 
ranks  of  the  Army.  In  work  of  the  nature  upon  which  these  officers 
are  engaged,  the  necessity  of  individual  responsibility  can  not  be 
emphasized  too  strongly.  The  high  regard  in  which  these  officers 
are  held  is  evidenced  by  requests  of  numerous  communities  that  such 
officers  be  assigned  to  duty  thereat. 

Fifteen  men  in  the  organization,  whose  names  are  listed  below,  have 
lost  their  lives  in  encounters  with  outlaws.  Braver}^,  courage,  and 
devotion  to  the  ideals  and  traditions  of  the  service,  above  and  be3^ond 
the  call  of  duty,  have  attended  the  supreme  sacrifice  in  practically 
every  instance.

Two  letters,  written  by  the  wife  and  sister,  respectively,  of  one  of 
the  patrol  officers  whose  name  appears  in  the  foregoing  roll  of  honor, 
so  revealingly  portray  the  hazards  in  the  lives  of  border-patrol  men 
and  the  spirit  animating  them  and  their  loved  ones  in  the  battle 
which  is  being  waged  to  guard  the  borders  against  outlawry,  that 
I  am  constrained,  without  disclosing  the  identity  of  their  authors, 
to  quote  them  below:

Dear  Boys:  I  can  never  thank  j^ou  for  all  the  things  you've  done  for  us  since 

was  taken  from  us.     The  flowers,  the  resolutions,  every  little 

thoughtful  deed  and  word  have  helped  as  much  as  anything  can  to  comfort. 
It  gets  harder  every  day,  knowing  how  he  was  loved  and  depended  on,  to  under- 
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stand  why  he  was  taken;  but  I  must,  I  must,  make  myself  believe  it  was  for 
the  best.  I  depended  on  and  loved  him  so  completely  I  don't  know  how  I  can 
ever  go  on — on  and  on  through  long  j'ears  without  him  to  understand  and  love 
me,  but  somehow  I  must;  because  he  lived  such  a  noble  life  and  died  such  a 
noble  death,  I  must  be  brave  and  face  life  as  he  would  have  done.  I  realize 
more  every  day  what  a  splendid  organization  he  worked  with.  I  hope  you 
will  all  always  uphold  the  standard  and  never  put  a  poor  officer  in  the 
organization. 

I  am  going  to  trj^  to  teach  our  boy  to  be  as  big,  capable,  dependable,  and 

good  as  his  daddy,  and  when  he  grows  up,  if  he  wishes  to  take 's 

place  in  the  service  I  shall  willinglj'  give  my  consent. 

I  feel  almost  as  near  to  each  of  you  as  I  do  my  own  family,  so  please  keep 
a  little  place  in  your  heart  for  us.

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ADMINISTRATIVE   PROBLEMS 

While  the  difficulties  encountered  by  the  bureau  and  field  forces 
to  the  attaininent  of  an  entirely  satisfactory  administration  of  the 
immigration  laws  are  man}^  and  varied,  and  in  the  main  are  augmented 
by,  where  they  do  not  actually  arise  from,  unavailability  of  funds, 
patience,  persistence,  and  determination  are  proving  a  wonderful 
solvent.  In  this  connection  excerpts  appearing  below,  taken  from 
the  annual  report  for  the  fiscal  year  1928  (p.  28),  are  as  pertinent 
to-day  as  when  originally  written. 

Our  greatest  problems  and  difficulties  arise  from  an  inadequate  field  force  of 
inspectors  and  clerks.  *  *  *  ^i^q  number  of  immigrant  inspectors  available 
for  dut}'  in  the  interior  of  the  United  States  is  not  sufficient  properly  to  investi- 
gate and  proceed  for  the  removal  of  deportable  aliens,  including  those  who  have 
secured  admission  in  the  guise  of  visitors  and  abuse  the  privilege  by  remaining 
in  violation  of  the  express  limitations  placed  upon  immigrants  by  the  quota  act. 

Again  it  is  urged  that  consideration  be  given  to  the  question  of  designating 
■certain  of  the  more  important  coast  and  land  border  ports  as  schools  for  the 
training  on  the  job  of  immigrant  inspectors  and  border  patrol  inspectors,  and, 
with  this  in  view,  that  probational  appointees  be  initially  assigned  to  such  places 
and  thereafter  to  other  stations  as  need  of  their  services  thereat  arises,  such 
reassignments  to  be  made  only  after  the  new  appointee  has  satisfactorily  com- 
pleted his  period  of  probation.  Probationers  failing  to  measure  up  to  the  re- 
quirements should  be  promptly  dropped  from  the  rolls  at  the  training  points. 
A  system  of  training  of  this  sort  would  not  onl}^  make  for  fixed  standards  of 
efficiency  and  uniformitj^  of  practice,  but  would  obviate  the  necessity  of  assigning 
green,  inexperienced,  untrained  men  to  new  jobs  or  vacancies  where  but  little, 
if  any,  opportunity  is  afforded  to  give  them  special  attention.  Such  a  system 
would  require  a  comparatively  small  increase  in  the  personnel.  Vacancies  at 
the  training  points,  resulting  from  the  transfer  of  trained  personnel,  would  be 
immediatel.v  filled  by  the  appointment  of  new  probationers.  Field  officers  gen- 
erally find  the  new  appointees  of  relatively  little  value  for  the  first  six  months 
or  longer.  In  fact  they  are  more  frequently  than  not  a  distinct  liability,  espe- 
cially where,  as  is  almost  invariably  the  case,  the  field  staff  is  functioning  wdth 
a  minimum  number  of  employees.     *     *     * 

The  bureau  in  particular  is  handicapped  by  an  inadequate  staff. 

LEGISLATION    RECOMMENDED 

First.  That  the  exemption  from  the  operation  of  the  illiteracj^  in- 
hibition as  set  forth  in  section  3  of  the  immigration  act  of  1917, 
reading  "All  aliens  who  have  been  lawfully  admitted  to  the  United 
States  and  vrho  have  resided  therein  continuously  for  five  3^ears  and 
who  return  to  the  United  States  within  six  months  from  the  date  of 
their  departure  therefrom,"  be  broadened  so  as  to  provide  that  ahens 
holding  valid  unexpired  reentry  permits  shall  not  be  excluded  because 
of  illiteracy,  and  that  subdivision  F  of  section  10  of  the  immigration 
act  of  1924  be  so  amended  as  to  harmonize  with  the  amendment  of 
section  3  of  the  act  of  1917  as  proposed. 

Second.  That  statutory  grounds  for  both  exclusion  and  deportation 
be  broadened,  particularly  the  latter,  so  as  to  make  it  possible  to  re- 
move an  alien  who  is  repeatedly  convicted  of  violating  the  laws  of 
the  United  States  or  the  several  States  or  who  by  his  activities  shows 
that  he  is  interested  in  an  organization  that  has  for  one  of  its  objects 
the  destruction  of  this  Government  by  force,  and  that  the  whole 
body  of  law  dealing  with  immigration  be  codified  in  the  manner  and 
for  the  reasons  set  forth  in  the  annual  report  for  the  fiscal  year  ended 
June  30,  1926. 
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Third.  That  section  8  of  the  immigration  act  of  1917  be  amended 
to  provide  a  specific  penalty  for  the  offense  of  harboring  and  con- 
cealing smuggled  aliens.  This  amendment  is  necessitated  by  decisions 
of  certain  com'ts  that  this  clause  of  section  8  is  inoperative  because 
Congress  did  not  in  clear  language  provide  a  penalty  for  the  offense. 

Fourth.  That  Congress  make  a  study  of  immigration  from  countries 
of  this  hemisphere  with  a  view  to  placing  it  upon  the  same  basis  as 
immigration  from  countries  to  which  the  quota  limitations  are  now 
applicable.  The  numerically  unlimited  flow  of  immigrants  from  coun- 
tries of  the  Western  Hemisphere  can  not  be  consistently  reconciled 
with  the  sharp  curtailment  of  immigration  from  Europe. 

Fifth.  That  omission  from  section  15  of  the  immigration  act  of  1924 
of  authority  to  require  bond  in  appropriate  cases  in  connection  with 
the  admission  of  immigrant  students  be  remedied.  Liberality  should 
be  extended  to  those  who  seek  to  avail  themselves  of  our  educational 
facilities,  but  at  the  same  time  there  should  be  authority,  in  the 
interest  of  good  administration,  where  that  course  is  desirable,  to 
exact  a  bond  from  immigrant  students  admitted,  conditioned  for 
their  departure  from  the  United  States.  The  present  situation  works 
to  the  disadvantage  of  the  alien  in  obliging  the  port  officials  to  exclude 
in  a  doubtful  case;  whereas,  if  bond  were  possible,  doubts  might  be 
resolved  in  favor  of  the  applicant  in  many  instances  without  jeopardy 
to  the  accomplishment  of  the  general  purposes  of  the  act. 

Sixth.  That  section  15  of  the  immigration  act  of  1924  be  amended 
so  as  to  require  servants  of  Government  officials,  now  admitted  under 
diplomatic  immunity,  to  depart  from  the  country  upon  failure  to 
maintain  the  status  under  which  admitted. 

Seventh.  That  a  nonquota  status  in  the  issuance  of  immigration 
visas  be  authorized  in  favor  of  the  dependent  parents  over  60  years 
of  age  of  citizens  of  the  United  States.  The  number  who  would 
benefit  by  this  modification  of  existing  lav.^  is  not  large  and  consid- 
erations of  humanity  fully  support  the  recommendation.  The  Con- 
gress has  extended  a  nonquota  status  to  the  husbands  of  American 
citizens,  but  with  the  proviso  that  marriage  shall  have  occurred  prior 
to  June  1,  1928.  No  such  limitation,  however,  is  imposed  in  the 
granting  of  a  nonquota  status  to  alien  wives  of  American  citizens. 
Legislation  is  strongly  recommended  which  will  place  American  citizen 
wives  and  American  citizen  husbands  on  an  absolute  equality  in  the 
issuance  of  nonquota  visas.  That  in  the  issuance  of  visas  the  v/ives 
and  unmarried  children  under  21  years  of  age  of  aliens  residents  of 
the  United  States  who  were  lawfully  admitted  to  the  United  States 
for  permanent  residence  be  given  priority  of  preference  over  immi- 
grants who  are  skilled  in  agriculture  and  the  wives  and  dependent 
children  under  the  age  of  18  years  of  such  immigrants  skilled  in  agri- 
culture, if  accompanying  or  following  to  join  them. 

Eighth.  That  a  nonquota  status  be  extended  to  the  unmarried 
stepchildren,  under  21  years  of  age,  of  American  citizens. 

Ninth.  That  the  Commissioner  General  of  Immigration,  with  the 
approval  of  the  Secretary  of  Labor  and  under  such  regulations  as 
may  be  prescribed,  be  authorized  to  declare,  from  time  to  time,  a 
preference  by  occupation  in  the  issuance  of  quota  visas  to  aliens  needed 
in  our  economic  development  and  to  designate  by  occupation,  as 
inadmissible,  immigrant  aliens  not  so  needed. 
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Tenth.  That  the  Secretary  of  Labor  be  given  broader  powers  to 
admit  ahens  in  cases  of  hardship — those  who  enlisted  in  the  armed 
forces  of  this  country  during  its  participation  in  the  World  War, 
political  refugees,  artists,  and  intellectual  geniuses,  and  wives  of  aliens 
admitted  for  permanent  residence  prior  to  July  1,  1924,  who  have 
declared  their  intention  to  become  citizens  of  the  United  States. 
With  wise  limitations  and  restrictions  this  power  can  be  safely  con- 
ferred without  danger  of  abuse. 

Eleventh.  That  a  general  discretion  with  regard  to  the  excluding 
provision  of  the  immigration  laws  be  vested  in  the  Secretary  of  Labor 
to  readmit  expatriated  natives  of  the  United  States. 

Twelfth.  That  the  law  be  amended  so  that  refund  of  passage  money 
be  not  made,  as  it  now  is,  to  an  alien  who  by  his  own  fraud  and  deceit 
has  prevailed  upon  a  steamship  company  to  bring  him,  although 
inadmissible,  to  a  United  States  port. 

Thirteenth.  That  legislation  be  enacted  authorizing  the  seizure  and 
forfeiture  of  vehicles  and  vessels  used  to  import  aliens  into  the  United 
States  in  violation  of  the  provisions  of  the  immigration  laws,  or  to 
transport  them  thereafter  pursuant  to  such  illegal  importation;  and  to 
permit  the  Immigration  Service  to  make  use  of  such  vehicles  and 
vessels  after  they  have  been  ordered  forfeited  by  the  courts. 

Fourteenth.  That  the  act  approved  March  2,  1929,  entitled  "An 
act  to  supplement  the  naturalization  laws,  and  for  other  purposes," 
be  amended  so  as  to  provide  that  the  registry  of  aliens  as  therein 
provided  may  be  made  as  to  those  aliens  who  entered  the  United 
States  prior  to  Jul}'  1,  1924,  instead  of  prior  to  June  3,  1921,  the  date 
specified  in  the  present  act. 

Fifteenth.  That  provision  be  made  for  the  reimbursement  of  immi- 
gration officers  and  employees  for  the  expenses  incurred  by  them  in 
the  moving  of  their  families  and  household  and  personal  effects  pur- 
suant to  official  transfers  in  the  line  of  duty  to  points  within  and 
without  the  United  States.  Ever-changing  conditions  in  the  Immi- 
gration Service  render  it  imperative  that  personnel  shall  be  shifted 
about  with  considerable  frequency.  For  an  officer  or  employee  to  be 
forced  in  the  line  of  duty  to  move  his  family  and  household  and  per- 
sonal effects,  all  at  his  own  expense,  is  absolutely  unjust  and  seriously 
curtails  mobility.  However,  such  legislation  should  be  so  framed  as 
to  provide  for  reimbursement  solely  upon  authorization  of  the  Com- 
missioner General  of  Immigration,  with  the  approval  of  the  Secretary 
of  Labor,  where  the  transfer  is  made  at  the  request  of  the  employee. 

Sixteenth.  That  adequate  buildings  be  provided  for  the  care  of 
aliens  detained  in  deportation  proceedings.  At  present  such  aliens 
are  largely  confined  in  jails. 

Seventeenth.  That  legislation  be  enacted  equitably  to  compensate 
immigrant  inspectors  required  to  perform  overtime  duty  in  connec- 
tion with  the  examination  of  arriving  aliens. 

Eighteenth.  That  a  more  liberal  provision  than  that  afiorded  by 
the  compensation  act  be  provided  for  the  widows  and  orphans  of 
those  in  the  border  patrol  killed  in  line  of  duty,  and  that  the  same 
safeguards  be  thrown  about  the  members  of  the  border  patrol  and 
the  same  immunities  extended  to  them  as  are  accorded  any  and  all 
other  Federal  law-enforcement  officers  the  performance  of  whose 
duties  involves  hazards  to  life,  including  the  right  of  trial  in  Federal 
courts  and  defense  at  the  hands  of  United  States  attorneys. 
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Nineteenth.  Statistics  continue  to  show  that  a  very  substantial 
volume  of  alien  visitors,  or  nonimmigrants,  is  admitted  each  year. 
These  aliens  are  not  presumed  to  stay  here  permanently,  and  with 
the  careful  scrutiny  given  their  cases  by  the  American  consuls  abroad 
and  by  administrative  officers  at  the  ports  of  entry,  it  is  doubtful 
that  any  considerable  proportion  is  abusing  the  privilege  to  evade 
the  quota.  However,  the  number  is  sufficiently  large  to  warrant  a 
more  careful  check-up  on  them  than  is  possible  at  the  present  time 
with  the  force  available.  To  do  this  work  properly,  to  insure  de- 
parture of  those  who  should  depart,  an  additional  inspection  and 
clerical  stafl'  is  recommended.  The  efforts  of  such  a  staff  undoubtedly 
would  have  a  salutary  effect  as  a  deterrent  and  at  the  same  time  do 
much  to  educate  the  public  in  a  feature  of  the  law  that  is  not  clearly 
understood.  A  system  of  keeping  check  on  overstayed  visitors  in 
this  country  would  likewise  enable  the  department  more  intelligently 
and  satisfactorily  to  pass  upon  the  applications  for  extensions  of 
temporary  admission. 

Twentieth.  The  border  patrol  should  be  very  substantially  aug- 
mented to  examine  vessels  at  seaports  for  aUen  stowaways. 

Twenty-first.  That  Congress  sufficiently  increase  its  appropriation 
to  the  bureau  to  make  possible  stricter  enforcement  of  the  immigra- 
tion laws,  inasmuch  as  in  recent  years  the  immigration  question  has 
become  one  of  the  Nation's  greatest  problems.  The  available  force 
is  doing  wonderful  work  in  the  enforcement  of  the  present  law,  but 
naturally  a  larger  force  would  be  in  a  better  position  to  enforce  this 
very  popular  law. 

Twenty-second.  That  the  Secretary  of  Labor  be  authorized  to 
permit  aliens  heretofore  or  hereafter  arrested  and  deported  to  apply 
in  highly  meritorious  cases  for  admission.  Under  existing  law  all 
such  aliens  are  permanently  banished  from  the  United  States,  unless 
they  were  deported  prior  to  March  4,  1929,  and  prior  to  that  date 
were  given  permission  by  the  Secretary  of  Labor  to  reapply.
